Publishing Company we are enabled this 
morning to publish in adranoe and In full 
from their forthooming reprint of the London 
Quarterly the celebrated article on the Byron 
mystery. The article must be read by every 
one who would come to a proper conclusion 
as to the exact merits of the case. It Is the 
latest examination of the question gratui­ 
tously, and If not malloiously at least for moan 
and selfish purposes, raised by Mrs. Stowe In 
her “True Story of Lady Byron's Life;" 
and as It Is the latest, it Is also tbe 
fullest, most exhaustive and most satisfaotory 
discussion of the subject. If it does not white­ 
wash Lord Byron it forbids ns to believe that 
he was the monster Mrs. Stowe has attempted 
to make him; and if it does not absolutely 
disprove all that Mrs. Stowe has written re­ 
garding him it leaves the author of the “True 
Story” in a position, morally, not much better 
than that in which she sought to placo Lord 
Byron and his sister, the Lady Augusta. It 
was most meet that such an artiole should 
appear in the Lon Ion Quarterly, The Quar- 
teHy is the property of the Murrays, and John 
Murray was tbe publisher of Byron’s works 
and tbe friend and sometimes the confiden­ 
tial adviser of the 
poet. 
The 
article 
written by Mrs. Stowe and published In a 
worthless, though 
sensational, journal In 
Boston, and simultaneously in a dilettantte 
journal in England, was not, from Its iatrinslo 
merits, entitled to the attention which It has 
received both here and in Europe; but false­ 
hood, misstatement, treachery, cruel selfish­ 
ness and defamation of the dead always 
demand rebuke, and rebuke and refutation 
have wisely been deemed necessary. It is 
gratifying to be able to say that rebuke has 
been skilftilly and effeotlvelly adminhstered, 
and that refutation has been made so complete 
that the vile charge is shown to rest on no 
stronger foundation than that of a woman of 
diseased imagination—a woman whose words 
at different times contradict each other, and 
whoso conduct at the crisis bf her life was 
strnngoly inconsistent with her alleged state­ 
ments. 
The Quarterly reviewer puts the case in a 
now light and strips the controversy of a great 
deal of unnecessary verbiage. 
Hitherto some 
have been wiUing to believe that Mrs. Stowe 
Invented the “True Story,” or that she gave it 
on somo hearsay evidence. Selfish and un­ 
principled as we believed Mrs. Stowe to be, 
we cannot say that this was ever our opinion. 
This was the view taken by Lord Idndsay, 
who rested his case on the discrepancy be­ 
tween the Lady Byron writing to Lady Ann 
Barnard and the Lady Byron dictating the 
“True Story” in years long subsequent to Mrs. 
Beecher Stowe. This ground the Quarterly 
reviewer abandons at once. 
He tells us that

Lady Byron, and, quoting 
letters from

Trench and

Roljertson, 
proves that she “made no scruple of repeat­ 
ing the charge"-of incest—“right and left to 
almost anybody who chose to listen to it.” It 
is also admitted that certain facts withheld 
from her fathor and mother were communi­ 
cated to Dr. Lushington, that tbe same facts 
were communicated to a young military man, 
that these facts amounted to a definite charge; 
and it is added that the family of this “con- 
temiwrary confidant, a man of the highest 
honor, have uniformly stated that to the best of 
their belief the charge was the specified one”— 
that of incest. This simplifies the case con­ 
siderably. The story, though very incorrectly 
told, is not an invention of Mrs. Stowe’s. 
It 
is as little a delusion or illusion of Lady Byron 
in the later years of her life. Lady Byron did

At this 
stage we 
are 
presented 
with Lady Byron's 
letters to the Lady 
Augusta—lettem expressive of the warmest 
friendship and written at the very time she 
was charging her with one of the most horri­ 
ble crimes, and regarding her as the real cause 
of her separation from her husband. We refer 
the reader to the letters themselves. They 
speak volumes. 
More afTectionate letters 
were never penned. 
If they are genuine—and 
we cannot for a moment imagine that such a 
journal as the Quarterly would give them

If 
they 
were 
not—they 
turn 
the 
tables 
against 
Lady 
Byrdn 
her­ 
self. By them, in fact, the story of Mrs. 
Stowe is converted into an indictment against 
Lady Byron’s soundness of mind. How a 
aane woman would believe that the Lady 
Augusta waa guilty of so great a crime, a 
crime so seriously affecliiig herself, and yet 
write these letbirs, is certainly a puzzle wilbout 
parallel. In the whole history of psychology 
we do not beliovo that any similar case can 
bo found. 
It is certainly more easy to bcllove 
that Lady Byron was laboring under some 
hallucination than that the charge sho pre­ 
ferred

founded. 
It 
will be 
observed by tbe reader that all who know the 
Lady Augusta regarded her as a woinnn inca­ 
pable of such wickedness. With the exception 
of Lady Byron herself, and her advocate, .Mrs. 
Stowe, not a single voice has been raised 
against her. By all her friends she was highly 
esteemed. Certainly, if Lady Byron’s friends 
do nut bring forth some strong rebutting tebtl-

Stowe and her publishers is more reprehen­ 
sible than ever. 
Tbe story, though known to 
many, bad wisely and with a praiseworthy re­ 
gard to the interests of publlo morality 
been kept a secret. 
Mrs. Stowe and her 
publishers, with Pnrltanical Mlflshnesi and 
with a shameless disregard of publlo decency 
and of private feeling, not to spoak of tbe 
sacred memory of the dead, Saw that the 
“Trne Story" would pay. For them this was 
motive iiifflcient. On Mrs. Stowe, however, 
even more than npon her publishers, the 
Iniquity rests I for she has, aoeording to her 
own oonfessloo, betrayed confidence—a crime

A democratic Legislature, both branches, 
with a democratic Governor In this State, 
simply means a sweeping revolution In the 
laws regulating our city and State govern­ 
ments. 
The democrats, since the 
great 
politioal revolution of 1853, which swept out 
of existence the old whig party, have not 
secured a full possession of this State. They 
gained In tbe general wliig party oollapse of 
1862 the Governor (Horatio Seymour) and the 
Legislature, and so they took full possession 
at Albany in January, 1853. 
Slnoe that time 
they have secured the Governor twice-Sey­ 
mour In 1863 and Hoflhian in 1868; but 
through all the long Interval from 1853 the 
Senate, or the Assembly and the Senate, have 
been against them. Consequently they have 
never been able to upset the special legislative 
measures of the republican party, passed from 
time to time, under a republican Legislature 
and Governor since 1856, and adapted mainly 
to reduce the democratic majorities of this 
corner of the SMe. 
After seventeen years of exclusion from the 
control of the State government wo may 
accordingly expect, with the meeting of the 
democratic Legislature next January, backed 
by a domooratlo Governor, a general over­ 
hauling and repealing of the ropublioan party 
measures aforesaid, which will amount to a 
general reoonstniction of the government of 
this oity, and a reoonstniction, to a great 
extent, of the laws regulating the affairs of 
the State. It has been broadly hinted from 
various quarters that tha democratic pro­ 
gramme in the new Legislature (which will be 
engineered by Tammany Hall and supported 
by the Governor) will embrace, first, on 
national affairs, the repeal of New York’s

These things are to be done away with, and, 
under a new city charter, it is said, we are to 
have all these and all other departments of the 
city government made subordinate to the 
Mayor and a Municipal Cabinet and the two 
Boards of the City CouncU. 
The Mayor’s 
Cabinet will probably embrace the chief of 
each of the new departments to be created— 
on the licensing of liquor dealers, Ac.; on the 
police, the streets, the piers and wharves, 
quarantine affairs, firemen, Croton water. 
Central and other parka, gas, health, Ac., Ac. 
This general reconstruction of our city gov­ 
ernment will create hundreds of fat offices, 
and can be made to cover five hundred mil­ 
lions of dollars in good fat jobs, including a 
new syslera of piers and wharves, now city 
railroads (overhead and underground), new 
streets, new markets and other new public 
institutions. 
At all even!8, this great positive gain of the 
Legislature gives to the democrats so firm a 
foothold in the posscaslon of the State, and 
such abundant means for strengthening their 
position, that it is only by the most stupid 
blundering that they can lose it.

woidd be

blander to begin with, and it would not avail 
anything; but it is probable that tbe proclama­ 
tion of the complete ratification will be made 
from Washington before the 1st of January, 
which will settle tbe question and reduce the 
Northern democracy to the wise alternative of 
joining tbe Southern democracy in cultivating 
tbe negro vote. 
On onr local affairs the schedido of changes 
suggested will require a great deal of mighty 
nice consideration, especially as the democrats 
have, with tho full power, the whole respon- 
iibUityln legislative matters. Novorthelose, 
we think great changes may be confidently 
expected In the laws regulating our city affairs; 
bnt whether U^ese changes 
bo good or 
bad—whether they will operate to lighten or 
increase our taxes, to render more safe or more 
in peril the lives and property of our citizens, 
to strengthen the party or to destroy It—will 
depend very much upon the engineering of 
Tammany Hail.

George Peabody, the American banker and 
friend of huma:dty, died at bis residence. Baton 
square, London, 
half-past eleven o’clock 
last night. In tbe BevoL'tr-flrst year of his age. 
The great heart of the Qhllanthroplit was 
stilled near to the scene (>f 
earliest direct 
aspirations upward in a foreign l&nd, and in 
tbe Immediate neighborhood of the silwt where 
he first labored In bis earthly work of coemo- 
politan utility and a world-wide benevolence. 
His misBlon here is accomplished-his endur­ 
ing reward oommenood. Amid tho distrao- 
tioDS 
of 
diplomacy 
and 
in 
the very 
furnace of 
politioal strife the news 
of 
Mr. Peabody’s death, although looked for at 
any moment during some months, will cause 
tbe peoples to pause, both in rogret for the 
man and a wholesome recollection of the brief 
duration of even the most extended term of 
an earthly career. Queen Victoria, who hon­ 
ored him and herself by special messages of 
inquiry as to his condition daily, will rogret 
him in Windsor Gastlo, and tho Empress of 
France will grieve for him by the banks of the 
Sues Canal. The negro freodmon and white 
men, university students and poor of the Ameri­ 
can Continent will sorrow equally for the loss 
of a real benefactor, while tho democracy of 
Europe loses, as it wore, a pillar lathe desert. 
In the shape of a self-made, perfect man, 
whose aristocracy was from naturo and whose 
radicalism and open sesame to wealth and 
honor wore expressed in the words industry 
and honesty. 
In an ample biographical sketch wo present 
to-day a history of Mr. Peabody’s lifo from 
his infancy and boyhood to Us olose. 
The 
very means of the announcement of his death 
with the moment of its occurrence in tho 
H e r a l d aro remarkable and worthy of note as 
evidence of the progress of tho world by the 
subornation of science ond Its most subtle 
results and agencies to tho use of man. Mr. 
Peabody, as will be soon, expired In London— 
three thousand miles distant-at haif-past 
eleven o’clook last night. The news of his 
decease reached the H e r a l d Building, through 
the Atlantic cable, at fifty-eight minutes past 
eight o’clock the same evening-the matter, 
with our obituary report, being in the hands 
of our compositors for preparation for our 
steam presses and tho public eye some time 
before tho hour of eleven o’clock in New 
York.

Tha Cuban privateers Lillian and Cuba have 
certainly been unfortimate in their career. 
Without accomplishing anything the vessels 
havo been seized and members of the crews of 
each vessel have been arrested and held by 
American and English authorities respectively. 
From tho manner of the seizure of both ves­ 
sels and the circumstances under which tho 
arrest of the crews were made it would seem 
that there is a screw loose somewhere in the 
management of those expeditions. 
Possibly 
treachery may form a largo share of the cause 
of the disappointments which have thus far 
attended the efforts of the Cubans at sea. 
That there is some room for these repeated 
failures there is no reason to donbt.' So far an 
regards Captain Harris, of the Lillian, wo 
believe ho has bis heart in tho work and is 
true to tbe cause In which he has embarked, 
but whether others cun present as clean a 
record It is impossible to say. 
In relation to matters on tho island it is iin- 
poBsible, however, not to recognize the fact 
that while we have glowing roporta of the 
landing of Spanish troops and the increased 
activity of De Rodas, Valmasoda and the re­ 
mainder of the high Spanish officials, the 
Insurgents are able to hold their own, not- 
withatanding their embarraesments on Ihe sea.

Affairs havo arrived at 
that stage which requires something more 
than the shipment of troops from Cadiz to 
crush a revolution over four thousand miles 
dlsUnt. With a fierce domestic struggle agitat­ 
ing Spain, destroying tho confldeuce of the 
people in her leading'men and spreading 
universal discontent throughout the country, it 
is not difflcnlt to foresee tho future of Cuba. 
Between the blunders of Spanish politicians at 
home and military leaders abroad the island 
will yet secure its independence even though 
disappointment on the sea may at the prosont 
time temporarily embarrass her leader*.

We pnbUshed yesterday the Mveb rmAa» 
tloDs adopted by eleven rabbis from the prin­ 
cipal cities of the United States, who have 
met in conference at Phjladelphia. These reso­ 
lutions embody tho principles which, aooord- 
ing to the advocates of rofotm and progress, 
should be confessed by Judaism la Its present 
phase of development. 
Without entering into 
details as to the doctrinal views thus set forth 
by the representatives of a great and powerful 
party among the American Jew s-a party to 
which Fifth avenue in Now York owes the 
erection of one of Its finest architectural orna­ 
ments, the synagogue Emanuel, which, signifi­ 
cantly enough, is built in the shape of a cross, 
and which was recently visited by Father Hya- 
cinthe—we must call attention to the Jewish 
Reform Conference in Philadelphia as a most 
noteworthy sign of the times. It is a fresh 
illustration of a wonderful progressslve more- 
mcnt among the Jews, both In the Old World 
and in the New. Ever since the destruotioo 
of the Temple, which in the lifetime of Jesus 
Christ stood, with its gates, courts and towers, 
and resplendent with gold and marble, where 
tho Mosque of Omar now rises at Jerusalem, 
the chief charaotorlatio of “the peculiar peo- 
|)le” has been ihe tenacity with which the/ 
have adhered to tholr ancient religious rites. 
Those have continued unchanged and un­ 
changeable throughout the vicissitudes and 
the persecutions of seventeon centuries. la 
respect to many other things the Jews have, 
at different periods and in different countries, 
conformed to the customs and costumes of th® 
oommunitiej} around them. We all remem­ 
ber how “a conquered nation changed their 
military leaders into rabbis and their hosts 
into armies of students;” how, in the Middle 
Ages as well as in more modern times, the/ 
became the money changers of Europe; how, 
notwithstanding all tho abuse of Wagner, 
their great musical composers are entitled to 
the foremost rank; how Rachel is not th® 
only conspicuous artist who has exhibited their 
extraordinary kistrionio genius; how th® 
revolutions of 1818 were chiefly initiated and 
directed by them through tho medium of th® 
newspaper press; and how, in flue, they have 
in a thousand different ways shown their 
adaptability to the age in which we live. And 
now tho Philadelphia Conference attests, Ilk® 
the recent conference of Israelites in Ger­ 
many, tho singular fact that the Jews are In 
fuller sympathy with modern ideas of reform 
and progress than the ultramontanlsts of 
Europe, who, it would seem, have induced th® 
Bishop of Rome and bead of the Christian 
Church to hold an Ecumenical Coufioil for th® 
express purpose of opposing all such ideas.

Publishing Company wo are enabled this 
morning to publish in advance and in f"l 
from their forthcoming reprint of the London 
Quarterly the celebrated article on llifl Byron 
mystery. The article must be read by every 
one who would come to a proper conclusion 
as to the exact merits of the case. It is the 
latest examination of the question gratui- 
tously, and if not maliciously at least for mean 
and selDsh purposes, raised by Mrs. Stowc in 
her "True Story of Lady Byron's 
Life;" 


and as it is the latest, it is also the 
fullest, most exhaustive and most satisfactory 
discussion of the subject. If it does not white- 
wash Lord Byron it forbids us to believe that 
he was the monster Mrs. Stowe has attempted 
to make him; and if it does not absolutely 
disprove all that Mrs. Stowe has written re- 
garding him it leaves the author of the "True 
Story"' in a position, morally, not much better 
than that in which she sought to place Lord 
Byron and his sister, the Lady Augusta. It 
was most meet that such an article should 
appear in the London Quarterly.

terly is the property of the Hurrays, aud John 
Murray was the publisher of Byron's works 
and the friend and sometimes the confiden- 
tial adviser of the 
poet. 
The 
article 


written by Mrs. Slowe and published in a 
worthless, though sensational, journal in 
Boston, and simultaneously in a ctilsllantte 
journal in England, was not, from its intrinsic 
merits, entitled to the attention which it has 
received both here and in Europe; but false- 
hood, misstatement, treachery, cruel selfish- 
ness and defamation of the dead always 
demand rebuke, and rebuke and refutation 
have wisely been deemed necessary. 
It is 


gratifying to be able to say that rebuke has 
been skilfully and effectivelly administered, 
and that refutation has been made so complete 
that the vile charge is shown to rest on no 
stronger foundation than that of a woman of 
diseased imagination—a woman whose words 
at different times contradict each* other, and 
whose conduct at the crisis of her life was 
strangely inconsistent with her alleged state- 
meals. 


The Quarterly reviewer puts the case in a 


new light and strips the controversy of a great 
deal of unnecessary verbiage. 
Hitherto some 


tiave been willing to believe that Mrs. Stowe 
invented the "True Story," or that she gave it 
on some hearsay evidence. Selfish and un- 
principled as we believed Mrs. Stowe to be, 
we cannot say that this was ever our opinion.

Our Into Election—A Sweeping! Revolu- 


tion In 
Onr 
City 
and State Govern 


ment—Look Out. 
A democratic Legislature, both branches, 


with a democratic Governor in this State, 
simply means a sweeping revolution in the 
laws regulating our city and State govern- 
ments. 
The democrats, since the great 


political revolution of 1852, which swept out 
of existence the old whig party, have not 
secured a full possession of this State. They 
gained in the general whig party collapse of 
1852 the Governor (Horatio Seymour) and the 
Legislature, and so they took full possession 
at Albany in January, 1853. 
Since that time 


they have secured the Governor twice—Sey- 
mour in 1862 and Hoffman in 1868; but 
through all the long interval from 1853 the 
Senate, or the Assembly and the Senate, have 
been against them. 
Consequently they have 


never been able to upset the special legislative 
measures of the republican party, passed from 
time to time, under a republican Legislature 
and Governor since 1856, and adopted mainly 
to reduce the democratic majorities of this 
corner of the State. 


After seventeen years of exclusion from the 


control of the State government we may 
accordingly expect, with the meeting of the 
democratic Legislature nest January, backed 
by a democratic Governor, a general over- 
hauling and repealing of the republican party 
measures aforesaid, which will amount to a 
general reconstruction of the government of 
this city, and a reconstruction, to a great 
extent, of the laws regulating the affairs of 
the State. It has been broadly hinted from 
various quarters that the democratic pro- 
gramme in the new Legislature ("which will be 
engineered by Tammany Hall and supported 
by the Governor) will embrace, first, on 
national affairs, the repeal of New York's 
ratification of the fifteenth amendment; and, 
on local affairs— 


1. A repeal or the Excise law. 
2. A repeal ol the Re:istry law. 
3. A repeal of the law establishing the existing 
Metropolitan police system. 


4. A repeal of tae law creating the present Fire 
Department. 


6. The abolition of the present Croton Board. 
6. The abolition of the present Health Board. 
7. A new mimicration system. 
These things are to be done away with, and, 


under a new city charter, it is said, we are to 
have all .these and all other departments of the 
city government made subordinate to the 
Mayor and a Municipal Cabinet and the two 
Boards of the City Council. 
The Mayor's 


Cabinet will probably embrace the chief of 
each of the new departments to be created— 
on the licensing of liquor dealers, &e.; on the 
police, the streets, the piers and wharves, 
quarantine affairs, firemen, Croton water, 
Central and other parks, gas, health, &c., &c. 
This general reconstruction of our city gov- 
ernment will create hundreds of fat olfices, 
and can be made to cover five hundred mil- 
lions of dollars in good fat jobs, including a 
new system of piers aTid wharves, new city 
railroads (overhead and underground), new 
streets, new markets and other new public 
institutions. 


At all events, this great positive gain of the 


Legislature gives to the democrats so firm a 
foothold in the possession of the State, and 
such abundant means for strengthening their 
position, that it is only by the most stupid 
blundering that they can lose it. 
The 


repeal, however, 
of 
the 
ratification of 


the 
fifteenth 
amendment 
would be 
a 


blunder to begin with, and it would not avail 
anything; but it is probable that the proclama- 
tion of the complete ratification will be made 
from Washington before the 1st of January, 
which will settle the question and reduce the 
Northern democracy to the wise alternative of 
joining the Southern democracy in cultivating 
the negro vote. 


On our local affairs the schedule of changes 


suggested will require a great deal of mighty 
nice consideration, especially as the democrats 
have, with the full power, the whole respon- 
sibility in legislative matters. 
Nevertheless, 


we think great changes may be confidently 
expected in the laws regulating our city affairs; 
but whether these changes will be good or 
bad—whether they will operate to lighten or 
increase our taxes, to render more safe or more 
in peril the lives and property of our citizens, 
to strengthen the party or to destroy it—will 
depend very much upon the engineering of 
Tammany Hall. She may play her cards so 
as to control the National Democratic Con- 
vention of ] 872, or so as to lose her prestige 
and her power in 1870.

friend of humanity, died at his residence, Eaton 
square, London, at half-past cloven o'clock 
last night, in the seventy-first year of his ago. 
Tho great heart of the philanthropist was 
stilled near to the scene of its earliest direct 
aspirations upward in a foreign land, and in 
the immediate neighborhood of the spot where 
he first labored in his earthly work of cosmo- 
politan utility and a world-wide benevolence. 
His mission here is accomplished—his endur- 
ing reward commenced. Amid the distrac- 
tions 
of 
diplomacy 
and 
in 
the 
very 


furnace of 
political strife the news of 


Mr. Peabody's death, although looked for at 
any moment during some months, will cause 
the peoples to pause, both in regret for the 
man and a wholesome recollection of the brief 
duration of even the most extended term of 
an earthly career. Queen Victoria, who hon- 
ored him and herself by special messages of 
inquiry as to his condition daily, will regret 
him in Windsor Castle, and the Empress ol 
France will grieve for him by the banks of the 
Suez Canal. The negro freedmen and white 
men, university students and poor of the Ameri- 
can Continent will sorrow equally for the loss 
of a real benefactor, while the democracy oi 
Europe loses, as it were, a pillar in the desert, 
in the shape of a self-made, perfect man, 
whose aristocracy was from nature and whose 
radicalism and open sesame to wealth and 
honor were expressed in the words industry 
and honesty, 


In an ample biographical sketch we present 


to-day a history of Mr. Peabody's life from 
his infancy and boyhood to its close. 
The 


very means of the announcement of his death 
with the moment of its occurrence in the 
HEEALD are remarkable and worthy of note as 
evidence of the progress of the world by the 
subornation of science and its most subtle 
results and agencies to the use of man.

The Cuban privateers Lillian and Cuba have 


certainly been unfortunate in their career. 
Without accomplishing anything the vessels 
have been seized and members of the crews of 
each vessel have been arrested and held by 
American and English authorities respectively. 
From the manner of the seizure of both ves- 
sels and the circumstances under which the 
arrest of the crews were made it would seem 
that there is a screw loose somewhere in the 
management of these expeditions. 
Possibly 


treachery may form a large share of the cause 
of 'the disappointments which have thus far 
attended the efforts of the Cubans at sea. 
That there is" some room for these repeated 
failures there is no reason to doubt. So far as 
regards Captain Harris, of the Lillian, we 
believe he has his heart in the work aud is 
true to the cause in which he has embarked, 
but whether others can present as clean a 
record it is impossible to say. 


In relation to matters on the island it is im- 


possible, however, not to recognize the fact 
that while we have glowing reports of the 
landing of Spanish troops and the increased 
activity of De Eodas, Valmaseda and Ihe re- 
mainder of tho high Spanish officials, the 
insurgents are able to hold their own, not- 
withstanding their embarrassments on the sea.

President 
Grant,

are 
with the 
Cubans, and 


whose policy—the result of serious reflection- 
will in the end, no doubt, shape itself so 
as to represent the wishes of the American 
people. The present troubles in Spain also 
hasten a solution of the Cuban problem. There 
is really too much to think of at home to watch 
Cuba very closely. Affairs have arrived at 
that stage which requires something more 
than the shipment of troops from Cadiz to 
crush a revolution over four thousand miles 
distant. With a fierce domestic struggle agitat- 
ing Spain, destroying the confidence of the 
people in her leading men and spreading 
universal discontent throughout the country, it 
is not difficult to foresee the future of Cuba. 
Between the blunders of Spanish politicians at 
home arid military leaders abroad the island 
will yet secure its independence even though 
disappointment on the sea may at the present 
tune temporarily embarrass her leaders.

Progress Among tho Jcvrs. 


Wo published yesterday tho seven resolu- 


tions adopted by eleven rabbis from the prin- 
cipal cities of tho United States, who have 
met in conference at Philadelphia. These reso- 
lutions embody tho principles which, accord- 
ing to the advocates of reform and progress, 
should be confessed by Judaism in its present 
phase of development. Without entering into 
details as to the doctrinal views thus set forth 
by the representatives of a great and powerful 
party among the American Jews— a party to 
which Fifth avenue in New York owes tho 
erection of one of its finest architectural orna- 
ments, the synagogue Emanuel, which, signifi- 
cantly enough, is built in the shape of a cross, 
and which was recently visited by Father Hya- 
cinthe— we must call attention to the Jewish 
Reform Conference in Philadelphia as a most 
noteworthy sign of the times. It is a fresh 
illustration of a wonderful progresssive move- 
ment among the Jews, both in the Old World 
and in the New. Ever since the destruction 
of the Temple, which in the lifetime of Jesus 
Christ stood, with its gates, courts and towers, 
and resplendent, with gold and- marble, where 
the Mosque of Omar now rises at Jerusalem, 
the chief characteristic of "the peculiar peo- 
ple" has been the tenacity with which they 
have adhered to their ancient religious rites. 
These have continued unchanged and un- 
changeable throughout the vicissitudes and 
the persecutions of seventeen centuries. la 
respect to many other things the Jews have, 
at different periods and in different countries, 
conformed to the customs and costumes of the 
communities around them. We all remem- 
ber how "a conquered nation changed their 
military leaders into rabbis and their hosts 
into armies of students ;" how, in the Middle 
Ages as well as in more modern limes, they 
became the money changers of Europe ; how, 
notwithstanding all the abuse of Wagner, 
their great musical composers are entitled to 
the foremost rank; how Rachel is not the 
only conspicuous artist who has exhibited their 
extraordinary histrionic 
genius ; how the 


revolutions of 1848 were chie8y initiated and 
directed by them through the medium of the 
newspaper press ; and how, in. fine, they have 
in a thousand different ways shown their 
adaptability to the age in which we live. And 
now the Philadelphia Conference attests, lika 
the recent conference of Israelites in Ger- 
many, the singular fact that the Jews are in 
fuller ^sympathy with modern ideas of reform' 
"and progress than the ttltramon-tanists of 
Europe, who, it would seem, have induced tha 
Bishop of Rome and head of the Christian 
Church to hold an Ecumenical Council for the 
express purpose of opposing all such ideas. la 
Germany the Jews are slowly amalgamating 
with their fellow countrymen, and in tho 
United States — which they begin to see la 
their true land of promise, and where they 
are absolutely free — thay are more rapidly 
yielding to the spirit of progress. All this 
will seem the less surprising if it be recollected 
that Jesus Christ himself, the greatest of inno- 
vators, was a Jew. 


Our Trade frith the 


Twenty-eight thousand ounces of Japanese 


silver were received at tho San Francisco 
Mint for recoinage in October. Here is a sub- 
stantial result of the trade with the East, 
which, though small, ia an indication in its 
way. Apparently our trade with our Oriental 
neighbors is already so great that the goods 
we send them are so much ia excess of tho 
goods they send us that there is a balance to 
be made up in coin. Yet the demand in all 
parts of this country for the products of tho 
East is always very great. Hitherto the ox- 
changes for this demand have been mado 
through. England, and we have lost much of tho 
benefit of the trade by the number of transfers 
involved, 
paying correspondingly 
greater 


prices for the articles we bought and getting 
correspondingly smaller prices for the articles 
we sold. But tlie Pacific Railroad and our Pacifio 
steamers promise to change all that, and already 
show us in this "straw" from the Japanese 
Mint what may be done in our direct trado 
with the East. As the full effect of all our 
recent great advances toward readier commu- 
nication with the East, as well as the effects of 
our liberal policy toward Eastern nations, comes 
to be felt we shall supply ourselves, if .not the 
world, with Oriental products and supply Ori- 
ental nations with the varied ' manufactures 
that are the outgrowth of Western civilization. 
The great future of our commerce is in that 
direction, and the time will come when we may 
leave the Atlantic to others.

The Apostie Paul in one ol his passages said, "I 
write unto you, young men, because you are strong."

EXAMINATION" OF THE WONIJEK, 
About half-past eleven o'clock tne scientific party 
arrived and spent an hour or more In an inspection 
or tue giant. The color or the figure has changed 
somewhat by exposure to the air, aud cradually 
hardens. 
The conierence continued in session 
nearly two hours, during which period the gentle- 
men invited by the Board of P.egents t" prosecute 
this inquiry were allowed the fullest opportunities of 
investigation. 
Professor Hall and Dr. Woolworth went down into 
the pit to commence the examination, i'roressor 
Hall ilrst tested the amount or carbonic acid in the 
water of the pit. in order to discover whether the 
water could dissolve the material of the statue so 
rapidly as the advocates or tae recent location or 
the figure claim. He also filled a demijohn with the 
water, to subject it hereafter to tests to ascertain 
the amount or solid matter it contains. 
Dr. Woolworth at the same tiuie carefully ex- 
amined the figure and unhesitatingly pronounced it 
to be rornied ol gypsum. The Interior of the left leg, 
where it has been disintegrated, was even sorter 
than the outer surlace. 
Chancellor Pruyn also went down and examined 
the figure carelufiy. lie thought tne substance 
harder than nrst represented, but still decidedly 
gypsum, He carefully looked Tor marks of the 
sculptor's chisel, but coma not definitely determine 
wnether there were any or not. The surrace in this 
respect is peculiar and not easily accounted for. 
Judge Johnson and Dr. Boynton then examined 
the figure and tho soil beneath. The remains of 
small logs, limbs of trees and brush, which are 
found upon both sides or the pit, were careinily in- 
spected, 
K 
Others also examined the statue with great care, 
among them Dr. Kobmson, or Auburn; president 
"White, Dr. Wilbur and Mr. George Geddes. 


TUE GENERAL OPINION. 
The Interest and, we may say, excitement in- 
creased every moment. Every one who came up 
from the excavation pronounced it a wonder and a 
marvel. The idea or a petnraction was abandoned 
by all present who had held it. The general admis- 
sion or all the scientific observers now is tiiat it is 
a marvellous work or sculpture, and that it is 
wrought from gypsum. Yet no quarries or gypsum 
are known to exist in Ouondaga county that would 
furnish a block or eypsnm resembling, the peculiar 
features shown by the material or this statue. 
The under side or the statue was examined by 
reeling or its parts wiih the hands, and by the nse of 
refiectors, which partially revealea those parts to 
the vision. A number or pieces of carbonized 
wood, bits of branclies and twigs, of alder, hemlocK 
and beech, as decided by those examining them, 
were taken out from beneath the statue. It seamed 
to be quite satisfactorily determined— though this 
willjbe better shown when the statue is raised— that 
it lies directly upou the clay which underlies the 
alluvial of the valley. This being so, the gravel 
deposit or four or uve inches would appear to have 
been washed m about the figure. 
It was announced . that Professor Hall would 
remain here during tue present week and continue 
His investigations; that he would oe present, 
together with a committee or citizens, wnen the 
statue was raised, aud tlut every facility would be 
furnished him to render his investigations com- 
plete. 
It is deemed Important that a sculptor or experi- 
nce and standing shall examine the statue. Many 
Ine marks, as ttiough the worK of a very delicate 
nscrnment, were revealed on the right side, which 
may lead to a determination or the Kind of imple- 
ments used by the artist. These are evidences ot a 
great deal of patient and tirae-consutnlns labor. 
r'he action of the water has effaced these marks on 
other parts or me ilgnre. it ia hoped that the sculp- 
tor Palmer will visit the statue soon. 
Arter a thorough examination or ths Immediate 
.ocallty of tUe discovery, and ot the surroundings, 
the Visiting party or scientists returned to tlna city. 
flic results or their examinations will be embodied 
in such forms as the individuals caooae to present 
them. The public may expect in due time a state- 
ment of tlie conclusions readied by Prolessor Hall 
and his confreres, after they shall iiave gathered ail 
the evidences relating to the wonderful discovery, 
and have had an opportunity to coni»iirft them with 
other data uuoii the subject. 


Amprtcnn Interests en the Pacific—Wliy t!io 


{;«!a-iereo of This Country is Dying Out. 
The Chamber of Commerce was more numerously 


attended than usual at tho stated monthly meeting 
yesterday afternoon. 
The Vice President, Mr". 


George Opdyte, presided, ana, after some ordinary 
routine business had been transacted, Mr. A. A. 
Low offered taa following preamble and resolu- 
tions:— 


Whereas it has been and sllll is the policy or the corern- 


mont or the United States to wmiiitalu postal communication 
fcclwecu all tho States and Territories ot the Uniou alike ia 
those tuits tlmt aro densely nouulated and in those that are 
Bparselv settled and at a uniform rate of postage in all; and 
wheie^s it iseaually the port of wisdom u not asplainlva 
duty lo extend similar facilities to those who have embarked 
in foreign trade as to thot,e \vho are engaged in domestic com- 
merce, and our inturcal commerce 18 ocacfltea by enlarging 
tin1, facilities of Intel national communication to tnc advance- 
ment ol' tbe common good; and whereas tbe government of 
thy United States has Issued bonds to the tmount of 
%t)t),OQ(l,U00 or thereabouts, and has given of the public 
lands some £O.GOa,<lUO of acres to assist iu building of a single 
line 
or 
railway across tbe 
Continent, and frequent 


communication, with China and Japan across tho Pacific ia 
necesbai-y to the successful development of our great na- 
tional enterprise; and whereas the establishment of a semi- 
montiily Mne or steamers from San Francisco to Janan and 
China will render tbe country wholly independent of tho 
steamers that run to China and Japan from England and 
France via tue Mediterranean sea, not omy for the transmis- 
sion of tne mails but for the transportation of merchandise, 
now. therefore, 


Kesolved, That the Cbamberor Commerce of tho State of 


New York respectfully recommend and earnestly urgo tho 
Congress of the Unitea States to instruct tbe Post Office De- 
partment to negotiate with the present contractors for an 
;ermeciir.to enlargement of the mail service between Ban 
Francisco, Japan and Cbina, with a modification of existing 
laws as may seem just and wise by Congress, to the end that 
that route may be permaneatly and securely established 
under American control. 


Mr. Low, in urging the adoption of the resolution, 


said that the?s were two several reasons militating 
against the growth of foreign commerce from this 
country. The agricultural interests are so large 
and the representatives of tee greater portion of 
the people live so far away from the sea coast that 
they do not appreciate the value or commerce, while 
they know and reel the beneilt of railroads. And then, 
again, there is such an immense alien clement in the 
population, which "will naturally favor steamship 
companies belonging to the nationalities whence 
they themselves have come. Tne press, or rather 
a portion of it, which had been disloyal during the 
war—and, he might almost say, disloyal now—and 
which impedes the growth of commerce greatly by 
opposing everything in the way or subsidies, or any- 
thing that might help the matter, and by ravorlng 
everything anti-American. Then, again, the substi- 
tution or iron lor wood. England has skilled labor 
at her command, cheap money, practice and tne 
necessary machinery to construct these iron ships 
wnich this country has not, ana until it has It cannot 
compete with European nations. Mr. Low con- 
tended that the press should urge Coasress to give 
the public money, not to railroads but to commerce, 
and not Ior war vessels, but to roster the shipping 
interest until it shall be built np again; to pay sub- 
sidies as England did, as France is doing and as 
this country is not doing. The commercial interest 
ol.-tne country looked to the press for aid_ in this 
matter. 
Mr. SKOW said he was in ravor of the abrogation 


of the present shipping law; ne had his own views 
in regard to subbidies. and he boped the subject 
would be postponed until another meeting, when 
gentlemen would come prepared to discuss it. 
Colonel CONKLING thought that instead of the 
resolution Congress should be memorialized by the 
Chamber. He had always opposed such objects 
since the experience of the country with the Collins 
line. The subsidy or $30,003 per trip for twenty-six 
round trips was paid to that company, and the gen- 
eral opinion throughout the country was opposed to 
such a plan. The tone of the press lie uuuerstood 
to be sirnt!iy such as to show the popular idea on 
the subject, and he must have mote light before he 
changed his views. He bad hoped that the propo- 
sition would be to establish cheap ocean postage. 


After luither discussion tae resolutions were 
adopted, two only voting in the negative. 
The special committee on the subject of the 
alleged corruption m management or ths State 
canals made a report, stating the action of the com- 
mittee. The question of corruption, it stated, was 
to be submitted to judicial investigation, and a New 
York Commercial Union Had been formed to collect, 
u" possible, evidence to sustain the charges, and to 
watch the management of the canals in future. The 
report was adopted. 
On motion of Mr. SNOW, a committee was ap- 
pQintcd to report on the decline or American com- 
merce and suggest a remedy.

Ions as the public right of navigation is not iuier- 
lered with; ana that the docks, Tivhiirves and piers 
are not owned exclusively by the city, but by pri- 
vate inoividuaia and uy private claims.- The resolu- 
tion adopted by tue Common Council asserts a 
claim to them founded upon a report of a special 
committee of that body that the ivbarvcs and piers 
constructed over the streets are, by reason of tlieir 
location, subject to tbe control of the city. It is a 
resolution to make the clocks, wharves and piers 
Jree. The resolution cannot be sustamad wirhouc 
tte passage of an ordinance. It seeks to divest ilie 
company of all private control aud must be wiioLy 
set asiae. 
In the case of toe State vs. KcChesney, Collector 
of Taxes for the city ol MillTille, Judge Woodhml 
rendered an opinion, which was unanimously 
fiulftned, The plaintiffs have a glass factory iu 
ilillvllle.

Younsr men were to be 
the"!ruarcnans or trade, commerce and religion. Kot 
only were special instructions given in the Bible to 
young men, but they were mentioned with great 
emphasis in it in various places, ir young men 
would practise the lesson of the L'ooK or Proverbs 
they would be examples of sobriety and Integrity. 
The Apostie Paul in one ol his passages said, "I 
write unto you, young men, because you are strong." 
He meant strong in h'gntmg the battles or the Lord. 
The history of the Church is rnll or refreshing inci- 
dents in which young men were very active in pro- 
moting reformation. David was but a young man 
when he began those works of piety which distin- 
guished him, and Solomon was but a young man. 
when Invested with the robes of royalty. 
After dilating at considerable length on several 
other prominentS criptural characters who had dis- 
tiosuished themselves wnils young men, he said Ln- 
taer was bnt a young man when he began reiornung 
the Church from idolatry and Papal despotism. 
Having admonished the young men present to fol- 
low in the footsteps of those whom ha had cited the 
reverend eenf.eman closed his discourse by a refe- 
rence to a number ol literati, philosophers, artists,

EXAMINATION" OF THE WONIJEK, 
About half-past eleven o'clock tne scientific party 
arrived and spent an hour or more In an inspection 
or tue giant. The color or the figure has changed 
somewhat by exposure to the air, aud cradually 
hardens. 
The conierence continued in session 
nearly two hours, during which period the gentle- 
men invited by the Board of P.egents t" prosecute 
this inquiry were allowed the fullest opportunities of 
investigation. 
Professor Hall and Dr. Woolworth went down into 
the pit to commence the examination, i'roressor 
Hall ilrst tested the amount or carbonic acid in the 
water of the pit. in order to discover whether the 
water could dissolve the material of the statue so 
rapidly as the advocates or tae recent location or 
the figure claim. He also filled a demijohn with the 
water, to subject it hereafter to tests to ascertain 
the amount or solid matter it contains. 
Dr. Woolworth at the same tiuie carefully ex- 
amined the figure and unhesitatingly pronounced it 
to be rornied ol gypsum. The Interior of the left leg, 
where it has been disintegrated, was even sorter 
than the outer surlace. 
Chancellor Pruyn also went down and examined 
the figure carelufiy. lie thought tne substance 
harder than nrst represented, but still decidedly 
gypsum, He carefully looked Tor marks of the 
sculptor's chisel, but coma not definitely determine 
wnether there were any or not. The surrace in this 
respect is peculiar and not easily accounted for. 
Judge Johnson and Dr. Boynton then examined 
the figure and tho soil beneath. The remains of 
small logs, limbs of trees and brush, which are 
found upon both sides or the pit, were careinily in- 
spected, 
K 
Others also examined the statue with great care, 
among them Dr. Kobmson, or Auburn; president 
"White, Dr. Wilbur and Mr. George Geddes. 


TUE GENERAL OPINION. 
The Interest and, we may say, excitement in- 
creased every moment. Every one who came up 
from the excavation pronounced it a wonder and a 
marvel. The idea or a petnraction was abandoned 
by all present who had held it. The general admis- 
sion or all the scientific observers now is tiiat it is 
a marvellous work or sculpture, and that it is 
wrought from gypsum. Yet no quarries or gypsum 
are known to exist in Ouondaga county that would 
furnish a block or eypsnm resembling, the peculiar 
features shown by the material or this statue. 
The under side or the statue was examined by 
reeling or its parts wiih the hands, and by the nse of 
refiectors, which partially revealea those parts to 
the vision. A number or pieces of carbonized 
wood, bits of branclies and twigs, of alder, hemlocK 
and beech, as decided by those examining them, 
were taken out from beneath the statue. It seamed 
to be quite satisfactorily determined— though this 
willjbe better shown when the statue is raised— that 
it lies directly upou the clay which underlies the 
alluvial of the valley. This being so, the gravel 
deposit or four or uve inches would appear to have 
been washed m about the figure. 
It was announced . that Professor Hall would 
remain here during tue present week and continue 
His investigations; that he would oe present, 
together with a committee or citizens, wnen the 
statue was raised, aud tlut every facility would be 
furnished him to render his investigations com- 
plete. 
It is deemed Important that a sculptor or experi- 
nce and standing shall examine the statue. Many 
Ine marks, as ttiough the worK of a very delicate 
nscrnment, were revealed on the right side, which 
may lead to a determination or the Kind of imple- 
ments used by the artist. These are evidences ot a 
great deal of patient and tirae-consutnlns labor. 
r'he action of the water has effaced these marks on 
other parts or me ilgnre. it ia hoped that the sculp- 
tor Palmer will visit the statue soon. 
Arter a thorough examination or ths Immediate 
.ocallty of tUe discovery, and ot the surroundings, 
the Visiting party or scientists returned to tlna city. 
flic results or their examinations will be embodied 
in such forms as the individuals caooae to present 
them. The public may expect in due time a state- 
ment of tlie conclusions readied by Prolessor Hall 
and his confreres, after they shall iiave gathered ail 
the evidences relating to the wonderful discovery, 
and have had an opportunity to coni»iirft them with 
other data uuoii the subject. 


Amprtcnn Interests en the Pacific—Wliy t!io 


{;«!a-iereo of This Country is Dying Out. 
The Chamber of Commerce was more numerously 


attended than usual at tho stated monthly meeting 
yesterday afternoon. 
The Vice President, Mr". 


George Opdyte, presided, ana, after some ordinary 
routine business had been transacted, Mr. A. A. 
Low offered taa following preamble and resolu- 
tions:— 


Whereas it has been and sllll is the policy or the corern- 


mont or the United States to wmiiitalu postal communication 
fcclwecu all tho States and Territories ot the Uniou alike ia 
those tuits tlmt aro densely nouulated and in those that are 
Bparselv settled and at a uniform rate of postage in all; and 
wheie^s it iseaually the port of wisdom u not asplainlva 
duty lo extend similar facilities to those who have embarked 
in foreign trade as to thot,e \vho are engaged in domestic com- 
merce, and our inturcal commerce 18 ocacfltea by enlarging 
tin1, facilities of Intel national communication to tnc advance- 
ment ol' tbe common good; and whereas tbe government of 
thy United States has Issued bonds to the tmount of 
%t)t),OQ(l,U00 or thereabouts, and has given of the public 
lands some £O.GOa,<lUO of acres to assist iu building of a single 
line 
or 
railway across tbe 
Continent, and frequent 


communication, with China and Japan across tho Pacific ia 
necesbai-y to the successful development of our great na- 
tional enterprise; and whereas the establishment of a semi- 
montiily Mne or steamers from San Francisco to Janan and 
China will render tbe country wholly independent of tho 
steamers that run to China and Japan from England and 
France via tue Mediterranean sea, not omy for the transmis- 
sion of tne mails but for the transportation of merchandise, 
now. therefore, 


Kesolved, That the Cbamberor Commerce of tho State of 


New York respectfully recommend and earnestly urgo tho 
Congress of the Unitea States to instruct tbe Post Office De- 
partment to negotiate with the present contractors for an 
;ermeciir.to enlargement of the mail service between Ban 
Francisco, Japan and Cbina, with a modification of existing 
laws as may seem just and wise by Congress, to the end that 
that route may be permaneatly and securely established 
under American control. 


Mr. Low, in urging the adoption of the resolution, 


said that the?s were two several reasons militating 
against the growth of foreign commerce from this 
country. The agricultural interests are so large 
and the representatives of tee greater portion of 
the people live so far away from the sea coast that 
they do not appreciate the value or commerce, while 
they know and reel the beneilt of railroads. And then, 
again, there is such an immense alien clement in the 
population, which "will naturally favor steamship 
companies belonging to the nationalities whence 
they themselves have come. Tne press, or rather 
a portion of it, which had been disloyal during the 
war—and, he might almost say, disloyal now—and 
which impedes the growth of commerce greatly by 
opposing everything in the way or subsidies, or any- 
thing that might help the matter, and by ravorlng 
everything anti-American. Then, again, the substi- 
tution or iron lor wood. England has skilled labor 
at her command, cheap money, practice and tne 
necessary machinery to construct these iron ships 
wnich this country has not, ana until it has It cannot 
compete with European nations. Mr. Low con- 
tended that the press should urge Coasress to give 
the public money, not to railroads but to commerce, 
and not Ior war vessels, but to roster the shipping 
interest until it shall be built np again; to pay sub- 
sidies as England did, as France is doing and as 
this country is not doing. The commercial interest 
ol.-tne country looked to the press for aid_ in this 
matter. 
Mr. SKOW said he was in ravor of the abrogation 


of the present shipping law; ne had his own views 
in regard to subbidies. and he boped the subject 
would be postponed until another meeting, when 
gentlemen would come prepared to discuss it. 
Colonel CONKLING thought that instead of the 
resolution Congress should be memorialized by the 
Chamber. He had always opposed such objects 
since the experience of the country with the Collins 
line. The subsidy or $30,003 per trip for twenty-six 
round trips was paid to that company, and the gen- 
eral opinion throughout the country was opposed to 
such a plan. The tone of the press lie uuuerstood 
to be sirnt!iy such as to show the popular idea on 
the subject, and he must have mote light before he 
changed his views. He bad hoped that the propo- 
sition would be to establish cheap ocean postage. 


After luither discussion tae resolutions were 
adopted, two only voting in the negative. 
The special committee on the subject of the 
alleged corruption m management or ths State 
canals made a report, stating the action of the com- 
mittee. The question of corruption, it stated, was 
to be submitted to judicial investigation, and a New 
York Commercial Union Had been formed to collect, 
u" possible, evidence to sustain the charges, and to 
watch the management of the canals in future. The 
report was adopted. 
On motion of Mr. SNOW, a committee was ap- 
pQintcd to report on the decline or American com- 
merce and suggest a remedy. 
The rollowiujr gentlemen were elected members of 
the Chamber:—Jacob J. Halsey, Charles Smith, Ed- 
ward M. Wright and inther Konntz. 
Tne Executiva Committee reported that it was not 
advisable to take any action at present on the com- 
munication or the Mediterranean Oriental Steam 
Jiaviganou Company with regard- to aiding them in 
carrying out the object of their organization. 
Mr. Francis S. Lathrop was reappomted a member 
or the Arbitration Committee. 
Messrs. Ambrose Snow, A. A. Low ana Paul H. 
Spotrord were appointed as the committee, in ac- 
cordance with tae resolution or Mr. tinow. 
Tlie meeting then adjourned.

When these sceptics shall ha^e the Him 
removed from their eyes and are forced "to view the 
conspirators In tueir true colors, what will become 
or these wily plotters and schemers 2 They will no 
longer be able to hold up their ueaas among respect- 
able men of business, and even some of their quon- 
dam confederates, who passed through tne Septem- 
ber crash unscathed, will turn upon them the cold 
shoulder. Perhaps a worse fate than even this may 
await the conspirators, bat it is doubcfal whether 
the merciful fangs or the law can clutch them. 


Grant With That Veil llemoved. 


People who have visited the capital frequently 


•within tne last lew years note a very'marked altera- 
tion la Grant now. He is -no longer that horrible 
Ephlnxwho pnzzled all comers. That mysterious 
mask or veil behind which he concealed so success- 
fully his thoughts has been removed. Grant of to-day 
Is as little like Grant of nine or temnonths ago aa if ho 
tad been transformed into an entirely different c-er- 
Bon. With ah but his most Intimate acquaintances 
lie was then cold, silent and impenetrable. Nobody 
could make head or tail out of him. Ho might have 
teeu coppertteadish for auglit any member of the 
republican party could tell, not even excepting the 
prominent leaders thereof. He was a puzzle—aye, 
even a terror to the very men who had done most- 
aside Irom liis own superlative genius—to elevate 
and honor him. He was voted to be a social iceberg, 
and gave the chilis and fever not only to inquisi- 
tive politicians who sought to pump and use 
him, but likewise to people who only went to pay 
visits of congratulation and friendship. Now liow 
changed l Seated in hia Presidential chair, he is ap- 
proachable In the highest degree. He deals no 
longer in those horrible monosyllables. He talks 
now, and talks not only pleasantly but well. His 
dreadful reticence had led many to believe that nis 
dlence could have only one- explanation—Inability 
to talk senslblv. Let some of those people who, nine 
or ten months ago, ran away from Grant's head- 
quarters disgusted and swearing, only revisit him 
now. They will find how easy it is to be mistaken. 
They will find Grant talkative, affable, and, within 
the proper official limits, communicative. 


It Is a very natural thing to ask an explanation of 


this chanee, and it is not very difficult to give it. 
Grant was tnen only the soldier. lie had been 
choses, It is true, to be the first citizen and magis- 
trate of the republic. But he was unversed in poll- 
tics; Knew nothing of statecraft, Knew little of the 
civil machinery of the government. Like a prudent 
man about to enter upon a new Held of duty, he went 
to study. He adopted tne same plan In this respect 
as a prudent general. He knew not the strange 
ground upon winch no was about to operate. He 
was unacaualnted with 
political tactics, and, 


until ha should have posted himself, resolved to 
remain undisclosed. Hence that Impenetrable mask 
•which bothered alike friends and roes. But now he 
BUS studied and brushed against all the shrewd 
political celebrities of the country and feels his own 
strength. He is assured as to ttie proper tactics to 
adopt, and is unhesitating In expressing his views 
as before he was timid and reserved. The change 13 
decidedly pleasant to all who have anything to do 
•with him. He receives his scores of visitors, male 
and female, every day with as much ease and affa- 
bility as the most accomplished 01 his predecessors 
to tlie Presidential chair.

A Postal Convention—Reforms in the Present 


System. 


Postmaster p. H. Jones, of Now York city: Post- 


master Biugliam, of Philadelphia, and Postmaster 
Dennison, of Baltimore, arrived here to-day by invi- 
tation of Mr. Creswell, who wished to confer with 
them relative to tlie advisability of reducing tha 
postage on registered letters and of establishing a 
general free delivery system throughout the conn- 
try. Mr. Creawell believes that-by abolishing the 
private box system and employing the carriers to 
deliver letters and newspapers free and mora 
promptly and expeditiously tiiaa at present, espe- 
cially in the large cltle?, toe general correspondence 
would be largely increased and a handsome reve- 
nue derived by the government. 
Mr. Ores- 


well considers that quick and more rregnenc 
delivery 
would 
cause 
people to 
correspond 


more frequently, and probably he is right, lor many 
people who now use the telegraph and private mes- 
sengers to convey their letters do so merely because 
the postal facilities are so Imperfect, and would 
naturally abandon the more expensive mode if they 
could accomplish their ends as well by means of the 
Post Office, which would do it more cheaply and with 
less probability of mistakes being committed. In 
this way, by the augmented number of letters 
sent by mail', the profl-ts of tue department would 
be increased. At present an immense quantity of 
room In the post offices- of the large cities Is 
given up 
to the 
private boxes. 
The ^ame 


space rented out for other purposes, it Is be- 
lieved, would, when taken In connection with the 
increased quantity of mall matter, bring a bigger 
profit to'the government. One example will suffice. 
In the city of New York, for Instance, there are abont 
five thousand boxes given up to private use, bringing 
an annual rental of abont sixty thousand dollars, 
When the new Post Office is completed the space 
which would be devoted to private boxes would, It la 
calculated, bring a yearly rent of some forty or fifty 
thousand dollars. 
The same proportion would 


doubtless exist in other large cities. It is proposed 
to have a general conference of all tho postmasters 
of the leading cities In the Union In this city next 
January, when this matter will be generally dis- 
cussed. As regards registered letters Mr. ureswell 
Is thinking of reducing the postage from twelve to 
six centg.

General McMahon. 


The sub-committee of tne Committee of the House

He was 
examined on the origin of the war between the 
allies and the Paraguayans, tue strength of the 
armies of each, tho manner in which lie was re- 
ceived and treated by Lopez, the case of Bliss and 
Masterman and various other points entering Into 
the Washburn-Lopez-Paraguay difficulty. General 
McMahon gave a detailed history of the events that 
led to the war, showing thac It was the policy 
of Brazil to extend lier domain and absorb 
the

republics with 


the ultimate view of extending slavery. The 
republics 
lying between Brazil and Paraguay 


were forced to join the former, as they Had neither 
the will nor the power to resist so formidable an 
enemy as Brazil. General Mcllahon had no com- 
plaint to make of the conduct of Lopez towards him- 
self or the government which he represented. He 
had not attempted to interfere m the affaire of Para- 
guay, but had confined himself strictly to his duties 
as Minister of tne United States. Lopez, he be- 
lieved, was favorably disposed towards our govern- 
ment.

of this data asking me to reconsider my decision of 
the Sth of June last, contained in a letter to Assessor 
John Cornell, Fourth I&wa district, that persons en- 
gaged in the'busiuess of packing pork and rendering 
and packing lard for sals should be required to pay 
a special tax as manufacturers and to return their 
sales m excess of $1,250 quarterly and pay the tax 
of two dollars per thousand on such excess. I have 
to say in response tnat I have very fully considered 
the matter, and am won satisfied that the decision 
referred to Is correct. The taxes In accordance 
therewith will 
continue to be assessed; but 
la view ot the statements made by you In 
behalf of the Boards of Trade and Commerce and the 
provision dealers of New York and the porn packers 
of Louisville, whom you represent, I have con- 
cluded to direct collectors to suspend the collection 
of tne tax until the 1st day of January next, which 
will afford tho desired opportunity of applying to 
Congress lor ils legislative action on the subject. 
This is not to be understood as referring to cases 
other than those expressly described In the decision

— This was a chancery 
suit brought by Tremont county to quiet tue title to 
certain lands within her borders, the claim of the 
county being rounded OH the provisions of tne 
Swani0 Laud Grant ace or 1850, and tho amendatory 
act of 1857. The railroad company claims title to 
the same lands under the railroad grant of May 5, 
1S56, 
and amendatory acts and certain acts of t&e 


Iowa General Assembly. 


The Secretary of the Interior, after a hearing of 


the par-ties, adjudned them to belong to the railroad 
company, ana certified accordingly, before the com- 
mencement of tho suit; but the State Court decreed 
in favor of the county, and from that decree writ of 
error is taken to tills court. The case involves ,the 
construction of the several acts of congress and of 
the Iowa Legislature, recited, and the question of 
the finality of the decision ot the interior Depart- 
ment; also the further question 01 tho authority of 
tne State court to interfere with that decision, in 
case it Is heid erroneous. The railroad company 
maintain tliat the decision is flnal. and if not that 
the State courts are without jurisdiction to review it. 
Tue county contends that where the decision of the 
Interior Department in such cases contravenes sub- 
stantial rights the courts of the country are open to 
afford redress. There must be some tribunal to de- 
termine tue question, and there is no valid reason 
why tne courts of the State should not adjudicate it.

$4,72059, and claimed a lien on the goods retained 
for freight on all goods carried. There was a single 
original shipment having the same point of depar- 
ture, the same point of delivery, one consignor and 
one consignee.

And yet, while the fame of 
George Peabody springs from his unprecedented 
philanthropy, we do not here exnress our sincere 
regret at the announcement of nis death because of 
that which he gave. Rataerlet our sorrow arise from 
the knowledge that if we now look over the 
broad field of benevolence ths central 
figure 


towering far above others Is no more seen— 
that nothing now remains but the Immortality of 
good deeds, which, shine as they may in the records 
of the truly great, are as but tiny ^learnings beside 
the living embodiment of him who created and gave 
them light. That Mr. Peabody eaotUd die was natu- 
ral. His rate was tne Inevitable. But never before 
did death, cut down a beine of greater servke to a 
world full of misery, of penury and or weakness than 
he. Wherever Christianity obtains there will a loss 
be felt. In the two great Anglo-Saxon nations, 
where his benefactions were conferred, in all parts 
of the world, where his was a bright example, there 
will he be mourned with a flepm of sincerity hardly 
fathomable. 


And all this, which if spoXen of most other men. 


would be a fulsome laudation, Is but a feeble, though 
truthful, tribute to the virtues which distinguished 
the career of Mr. Peabody. 


HIS ASTCESTKT. 


Mr. Peabody sprung from good old English stock. 


Six generations back his ancestor was Francis Pay- 
body, of tne ancient family of Paybodya; of Leices- 
tershire, in England, who at an early age left St. 
Albans, in Hertfordshire, and went to New England. 
For twenty-two 
years he appears 
to 
have 


resided In various parts of the country, 
but 


In 1657 na finally settled at Topfleld, a small 
town in Essex county, Mass., where he ever after re- 
sided. The residence that he erected and the mill 
(the first one In the town) that he Duiit, are standing 
at the present day, venerable in their two centuries 
of age. He was wealthy—that is, wealthy compared 
with his neighbors—and being, In addition, a man of 
education and respectability, naturally, attained to 
prominence. 
His 
wife 
was Mary, daughter 


of Reginald Foster, 
by whom he 
had 
four- 


teen 
children, from 
the eldest son of which 


the late Mr. George peanody was 
descended. 


Francis Paybody died In 1688, at the advanced 
aee of eiglity-fonr years. 
He left behind a large 


landed estate, which was divided 
principally 


among his six sons. The descendants of these have 
been distinguished for their mental and moral 
worth. 
Duriajr our revolutionary struggles they 


espoused the patriot cause, and their devotion to 
the embryo nation was more than once severely 
tested. 
By what means and at what time their 


family name was changed from Paybody to Peabody 
wo are unable to state with any degree of certainty. 
It Is not improbable that It was one of those almost 
Imperceptible changes whica often occur, less from 
design than from accident. 


BIRTHPLACE AND EAKI.T LIFE. 


Misfortune appears to have befallen the descend- 


ants of Francis PayOody. 
When, on the 18th of 


February, 1795, the subject of this sketch was born 
in the town of Danvers, his parents were persona in 
very poor circumstances. The boy consequently 
grew up lacking in the advantages of a good educa- 
tion. Indeed, at this time eancational facilities were 
not so abundant as they now are, and none but tha 
sons and daughters of those in affluent circumstances 
were able to obtain more Knowledge than Is em- 
braced In tne bare learning ho\v to rijjid and write. In 
addition the parents of George Peab'Ody were unable 
to support him for any length of time in Idleness, so 
tUatJ even had the system of free schools been as per- 
fect and efficient as they now are, It Is extremely 
doubtful if he would have obtained a more perfect 
education than he actually received. At the tender 
ago of eleven years he embarked In business as clerk, 
to Mr. Sylvester Proctor, an estimable man, who 
sept a aroeery In Danvers. 
Three years later 


he 
left the 
shop 
and 
lived 
a year with 


his 
grandfather, 
Mr. 
Dodge, 
In 
Thetford. 


Vermont, from whence he went In 1S11 to Newbury- 
port as cleric to his brother David, who had about 
tnat time opened there a dry goods shop. Unlortu- 
na:ely, ill iucK pursued him. The business had 
scarcely been mora than started when a disastrous 
conflagration destroyed tha business portion or Nesr- 
bnryport, involving in total rain a number of per- 
sons, among whom was David Peaboay. This dis- 
aster, though of a most serious character, did not 
dishearten the lad. Stout of heart and energetic 
he 
loosed 
about 
hira 
for 
some 
other 


means of earning a livelihood. 
The prospect 


was by no means iavorablo. 
The embargo 


placed upon American commerce, the great contest 
between France and England, and the strong proba- 
bility then existing—afterwards turned into A cer- 
tainty—of the United States being drawn into tha 
struggle, combined to produce a stagnation In trade 
which was felt throughout the republic. Business 
was dull everywhere. The trade that was doing 
was of the most languid character Imaginable. 
Failures were numerous. Everywhere uncertainty 
of tho future, mingled with anxiety for tne present, 
pervaded the commercial mind. It was, altogether, 
a most untovrard period for a lad of seventeen to 
begin life upon his own account. 


KESIOYAL TO GEORGETOWN. 


Among his relatives was an uncle—John Peabody— 


who had done business In Newburyport, and had 
been loosed upon as a man of large means. When 
the general crash came hs succumbed, with many 
others. In the hope of retrieving his fortunes he 
moved to Ihe District ot Columbia, settling at 
Georgetown, 
to which 
place Iis invited 
h;s 


nephew 
to 
follow 
him. 
Being 
somewhat 


heavily Involved in debt and oppressed by his 
creditors prudential considerations necessitated his 
conducting business under a nasne other tnaa his 
own. 
He had every confidence in his nephew, under 


whoso name the business was carried on. and who 
was entrusted almost entirely with its management. 
During the trro years he remained with his uaclc he 
manifested that aptitude for commercial undor- 
taKings which, at a later date, carried him oa to for- 
tune. The business, however, was not so successful 
as it xatght—and doubtless would—have been had 
ho been left untrammelled. But, although ostensi- 
bly the pruprietor, he was really but a clerk, ana 
one, too, receiving bat small pecuniary compeusatloa 
for his services. We and it stated that upon the os- 
piratlon of two years ho retired from Ma uncle's 
service, mainly because of an apprehension that he 
would be held liable for claims and engagements 
which did not belong to him. Of tho truth or thia 
statem eut we have no means of judging. Still it la 
not improbable, although if is more likely that he 
vraa influenced to saver hla connection with ilr. 
Jonu Peaboay Because 01 tne poor prospect held oat 
by Its continuance.• aua bec.&use of opportunities 
wtitah «i«8«Bj«d thiBjsjflwa & uua ufttiod for (ba 


bettering of his condition and advancement of his 
fortunes. 


THE WAR OP 
1812. 
Meanwhile tho long threatened war between Great 
Britain and the United States had broken out. In 
midsummer of 1812 a British, fleet ascended tha 
Potomac and menaced- the capital. Patriotic men 
took up arias in defence of the republic, and among 
them was George Feabodr, then still a lad and 
exempt from military duly. But the same spirit 
of patriotism whica had 
actuated his ances- 
tors now influenced him to volunteer in a 
company of 
artillery formed 
at Georgetown, 


under the command of Colonel George Feter. A Jjiw 
days later he was doing soldier's duty with his com- 
pany at Fort Warburton. The expected attack waa 
not made bv tho British, so that no opportunity 
was afforded for his participation in battle, and on 
the discharge of the volunteers he returned to his 
commercial avocations. 
Previous to this he had 
served for a brief while at Newburyport, and It was 
but a short time since he received a grant of 100 
acres of land voted bj Congress to those who volun- 
teered in defence or the republic during the war 
with England. 


HIS PABTNEESHIP WITH MB. BIOOS. 
While Mr. Peabody was engaged in business at 


Georgetown his steadiness and capacity gained him 
many friends. Amomr those who were struck by 
the ability he displayed was tho late Elisha Kiggs, 
afterwards of this city, who died in 1853 deeply re- 
gretted. This gentleman proposed to enter into a 
partnership with the young man m the drapery 
business, he to furnish" the capital. 
It waa 
not 
long 
before 
the 
firm 
was engaged 
in 
a 
profitable business, which was moved 
to Baltimore 
In 1815. 
Seven years later it 
had become so extensive that branch establishments 
were opened in New York and Philadelphia. In 1828 
Mr. Riggs retired from the firm and Mr. Peabody 
became the head of it. The relations that existed 
between, the two gentlemen were always ol a 
friendly and confidential character. Bach was in- 
debted to the other for numerous favors, not least of 
which was the business connection which enabled 
the one to increase his fortune by means of the 
other's business sagacitv and tact, and laid the foun- 
dation of that vast wealth which Mr. Pabody turned 
to so benevolent an account. 


MK. PEABODY AS A LOKDON BAJ-'KSB. 
Some months after the retirement of Mr. Kisgs Mr. 
Peabody paid Bis iiret visit to England for the pur- 
pose of purchasing goods. During the succeeding 
ten years ho visited Europe repeatedly for the same 
purpose, and in 1637 became a permanent resident of 
London. In 1843 he retired Irom the business he • 
had pursued BO many years and established 
a 
commission agency 
and 
banking 
house 


in 
the 
English metropolis. 
At 
this time 
he 
was already a man of large wealth. 
He had also performed noteworthy service for tha 
pnwic. During tbe commercial aud financial crisis 
of 1837 he was appointed by the Maryland Legisla- 
ture one of three commissioners to negotiate a loan. 
This duty was none of the lightest. la England ail 
American securities were looked upon with suspi- 
cion because of the neglect or some of the States to 
pay tho Interest on tneir debc held abroad and 
because 01 the numerous failures which were weekly 
reported. Mr. Peabody's Influence, however, was 
sufficient to obtain the loan, and in apprecia- 
tion or his service on this occasion the Stata 
afterward officially recorded her obligation "for his 
generous devotion to the Interests aud honor of 
Maryland." During these trying days he struggled 
manfully to sustain the credit of his native country, 
and H is not awarding nim too much praise to say 
that the restoration ol confidence in- the ability and 
purpose of the United States to pay their debts was 
due more to his efforts than to those of any other 
man. 
The business which 3£r. Peabody did In London 
was extensive- On both continents he was widely 
toown for his sterling Integrity and reliability, so 
that men were ever readf to place their business in 
his hands, feeling confident thai it would be faith- 
fully transacted and that their interests would be 
properly attended to. To the fortune which he pos- 
sessed at the time of his permanent residence in 
London a large sum, variously estimated at from 
$20,000,000 to 330,000,000, was added. 


HIS DEEDS OF LIBERALITY. 
ft 
Throughout his lire George Pealjody was noted for 
his charltaole disposition. To the full extent of his 
means he had given to the poor. In Eneland 
Americans in straitened circumstances had only to 
apply to him to receive a practical illustration 
of 
his generosity. 
One of 
the first acts of 
public liberality, whlcn gained him considerable 
popularity in the United States, -was performed 
in the summer of 1S51, during the great exhibi- 
tion at ttte Crystal palace. By reason or Congress 
refusing to anpropriate a sum of money for the pur- 
pose, tne American department bade fair to make a 
sorrr show m the midst of the productions of all the 
nations or the earth. In this emergency Mr. Pea- 
body was applied to, and the response was prompt 
and princely. The entire expense of arranging and 
garnishing the American department waa defrayed 
by him, and thus, as a biographical wriSer justly ob- 
serves, 'la private individual did that for his coun- 
trymen which taelr own Congress had shamefully 
refused to do, and watch In every other case had 
been done by the governments of the nations there 
represented."" 


Tho same liberality was exhibited a year later, 
when Mr. Henry Grinnell offered his vessel, the 
Advance, to maSe a second voyage to the Arctic 
Beas, uader Dr. liane, In search or Sir John Franklin. 
Congress had been applied to for the means of outfit, 
and nad neglected matin? an appropriation. Tlie 
proposed cxpcavtioTi -wonUl have been anamioncA 
had not Mr. peaoody generously handed over to Mr. 
Grinnell the sum of $10,000, wnich paid the expenses 
ol the voyage. 


DEVOTION TO THE PBOGBESS OP EDUCATION. 
The one hundredtn anniversary of the corporate 
existence of Danvera. Mass., occurred ou the 16th of 
June, 1S52, and tnat day was celebrated in a manner 
befitting the occasion. Amonir the invitations to 
attend the festivities was one to George Peabody, 
who replied, expressing regret tliat he could not be 
present to join in the celebration of this the centennial 
of his native town. He, however, sent the commit- 
tee a sentiment enclosed in an envelope, "which 
was not to be opened until his name should be called 
In due course at the 
dinner 
table." 
Alter 
the dinner had been eaten aud several speeches 
made Mr. Peabody's name was called, the envelope 
opened and this sentiment read:—"Education—A 
debt due from tne present to future generations." 
In continuation he wrote, "In acknowledgment or 
the payment of that debt by the peneration which 
preceded me In my native town ot Danvers, and to 
aid in its prompt future discharge. I give to the 
inhabitants of that town the sum or 820,000 for the 
promotion of knowledge aud morality atnonpt them." 
To this sum he afterwards added largely, the dona- 
tions altogether exceeding S-00,ooo. 
Five vears after this event Mr. Peabody paid a 
visit to the United States, aud one of iiis lirst acts 
was to contribute the sum or ssoa.ooo lor the round- 
ing of an educational Institution in his adopted city 
or Baltimore. To this he afterwards ailileu-8^00,000. 
and m 1S06 the donation was increased by 
$500,000, aud 
on the 
22n of Septsiaer last 
he gave $-130,000" more, making a total con- 
tribution 
of 
$1,400,000. 
In 
183S the 
corner 
stone of the buiidmg was laid, - but, the rebel- 
lion soon after 
breaking out, itserectiou and 
dedication were delayed until after the close of 
the war. In his letters to the trustees of this insti- 
tution Mr. Peabody expressed the hope that it would 
be "so conducted throughout its wliuie career as lo 
teach political and reliffious charity, toleration and 
DeneBcence, and prove itself to be, in all contingen- 
cies and conditions, the true friend ot an Inestimable 
Union, or the salutary institutions of free government 
and of liberty regulated by law. " 


While m the bnited States Mr. Peabody was the 
recipient of marked attention irom all classes of 
people wherever he went. Knmerous puDUC recep- 
tions were tendered him, all of whicn were decliaed, 
save one in Danvers, which was one of tue most 
enthusiastic that was ever bestowed upon a philan- 
thropist. 


HIS GIFT TO THE LONDON POOH. 
In 135S Mr. Peabody returned to Easfiand and set 
about putting into practical effect- a scheme of 
benevolence whlcn had occupied his mind for seve- 
ral yeirs previous. This was "under n sense of 
gratitude4' for his success in .England, '-to make a 
donation for tne benefit or the poor of London." To 
thia end lie consulted his friends C. M. Sampson, Sir 
James Emerson Tennent, his partner, J. S. ilorgan, 
aud tiie Rich! Rev. Bishop Mcllvalne. of Onio. In a 
letter aated '-.London, March l-j, ISQ-J," and.addressed 
to Charles Francis Adams, the United States 
Minister to England, Lord Stanley, Aft P. (now 
Earl of Derbv), and others, whom ho appointed 
trustees, he wrote, after cxplamms tne motives 
which actuatea him:—"My object Dei:ig to amelior- 
ate the condition of the poor and neeay or this sreat 
metropolis aud to promote their comfort ana happi- 
ness, I take pleasure in apprising you that I have 
determined to transier to TOU the sum of £150,000, 
which now stands available for this purpose on the 
books ot Messrs. George Psabodyfc Co., as you will 
see by tne accompanying- correspondence." 


This muuifieeat girt was afterwaius swelled to.the 
sum of £35J,OiW, or nearly S2,oou.09i>. The English 
papers were ailed witn eulogies oa this act or pliuan- 
thropy, wiiic'a one editor declared almost bewildered 
him "by its magnitude and splendor." And cot only 
in England but on the Continent; and in .the United 
States the same praise was awarded lu:a. ami he 
was at ouce placed at the head of living philanthro- 
pists. Of tne success which lias attended ids Pea- 
body building in London we have novsp-ts tu sneak. 
They must ever remain a grsat nionurjent to his 
memory. 


The people of London "wers not slow 1:1 showing 
their appieciacion of his mumlicence. '•.''-- f''eetioiu 
of tue city was bestowed upon him by nia Corpora- 
tion of London, and at ths close 01 t!:e Working 
Classes Exhibition in the Gni:dha!l. in lS6u, when 
for the flrst time he consented to appesr in public, 
he received a welcome so unboiiade.i ia its enthu- 
siasm as rarely to be eqnal!e:l. During the same 
year, and shortly prior to saiiii::,* for America, ce was 
tendered either a baronetc*' or the Uraad Cross 
ol 
the 
Order 
of 
tne 
B.un. - He 
declined 


both, but In answer to the question, what girt he 
\vould accept, sa;d:—"-\ \a^~ ii'oai the c;u-:ea or 
England, which 1 may carry across the Atlantic and 
deposit as a memorial of oae ol her most faithful 
sons." Tue (jSeen promptly compiled with this 
request, wrltiae Mr. Peabody a most graceful letter 
of acknowledgment of his "more than princely 
munificence," aud adding to it a portrait of Herself. 
The letter anil portrait are Doth deposited m Ihe 
Peabody Institute at Danvers. 


S2TUKN TO TIIE CNITED STATES IX 1SC8. 


For the second time since Ins departure lor Lon- 
don m 11.07 Mr. I'eabodv visited America in 1808, 
and was received with a heartiness and enthusiasm 
that gra'.iliecl him greatly. As Leiore, ills restless 
benevoleuco exhibited Itseif, and tills time with a 
uiumnceuca never before equalled by a unvate indi- 
vidual. Quo donation ol $l.sso,oou was made for a 
Southern educational lund, to which, on tho occasion 
of his last visit, ho added another million. TO 
Phillips Academy in Andover he gave $-..V-'0: l» 
Hie Nawburyport Library, $15,000; to I)UIMIU;;:II!CW 
church in Georgetown, Ma*o., Sioo.ooo; tn ;« unary 
ia the same town, S18,OB»fto the issse.v uvuit.us at 
Siuoia, $140,000; to toe libravr at Tiieu'oiJ. VS., 


£5,000; to the Massachusetts Historical Society, ifl 
uoston, $20;ooo; to the Peabody Institute of ArcliaJ- 
ology, at Catnbrldao, $150,000; to found a geological' 
branch at Yale College, $150,000; to the Peabody In-1 
stituta at Baltimore, the additional gift, alluded to' 
above, of $500,000; to the Maryland Historical 80-- 
ciety, $20,000; to Kenyon College, Ohio, $23,000; fop1 
a library la Georzetown, D. C.; 815,000; making alto- 
gether considerably over $3,500,000, oesides an addl 
tioaal gift to the Peabody Institute at uanvera. 


His relatives rare also remembered in this lavish; -

HONORS PAID TO MB. PEABODY. 
. The unparalleled munificence of Sir. Peabody gavs 
rise to the liveliest enthusiasm in all parts of the 
country, aud was extolled throughout the civillzea 
world. Congress voted him a resolution of tnanka 
and a gold medal as a mark of the republic's appre- 
ciation of his services in the cause of education. " 
Several of the State Legislatures passed compli- 
mentary resolutions, while from all parts of tha 
country caine euloelstie expressions regarding him. 
No public man was ever received wish more sincera 
pleasure than he wherever he went. 
SETtTEN TO ENGLAND AND LAST VISIT TO AMERICA. 


At the close of a year's sojourn in America Mr. 
Peabody took his departure for England, and early - 
in 1868 made a brief tour of the Continent. While at 
Kome he waa nresented'to the Pope, who gave him 
a most flattering reception. Before leaving he pre- 
sented the charitable institutions of the city with 4 
liberal donation, reported by some correspondents ] 
at $1,000,000. 
The precise sum, however, ha* 
never been ascertained. 
Soon after he pro*-, 
oosed to mate another visit to America, and ths 
CJueen upon learning that he would probably nof- 
return to England expressed a desire to see mm. 
He was accordingly presented to her. On the iota, 
or Jnne he arrived in New Yors and within 
a month had presented another $1,000.000 to tha 
Southern Educational Fund. During the gtunmee 
months he went to White Sulphur Springs, Va.. 
for 
the 
benefit 
of his health, 
which liad 
become feeble. At one time 
hs was so low 
that rears were entertained of his life, but 
by careful nursing he recovered. Shortly before 
leaving the Springs he presented Washington Col- 
lege (General Lee's) with $50,000, and on the 22d of ' 
September donated £400.003 to the Peabody Institute 
In Baltimore, He made some other donations ol 
smaller amounts, which we connot at present recall, 
.Indeed, his gilts were so numerous that it almost 
bewilders one to recount them. The annals ot 
philanthropy do not record any equal to Mr. Peabodj" . 
In munificence-. He seemed happy only when giving 
of his wealth for benevolent purooses. 
Darinsr Mr. Peabody's absence Irom England a 
statue or him was unveiled in London. The cere- 
mony was performed before a vast concourse of 
people by tne pnnce of Wales, who maole a speech, 
highly laudatory of Mr. Peabody. This statue waa 
erected Dy the merchants of London as a. mart ol 
their respect and esteem ror the distnguished Ame- 
rican. 


BACK TO ENGLAND TO DIE. 
On the 30th or September of the present year Mr. 
Peabody took his departure for London, to the 
regret of his lellow citizens, who had hoped that 
his last days would be spent In his native land. IS 
was not to be so. • soon after his arrival nis Illness 
returned, and, aa stated In the flrst lines of this 
sketch, he died in London, yesterday, m. the seventy- 
fifth year of his. age. 
Mr. Peabody never married—a fact that occasioned 


many speculations. At one time It was rumored - 
that he was about to marry Miss Burden Coutta, but 
the rumor proved to be false. 
In person Mr. Peabody was tail and well Built. 
Els countenance had all the appearance of than 
benevolence for which he was distinguished, and in 
manners he was most genial and inviting. 


CONCLUSION. 
Even as we begun so do we close this stetch by 
expressing the sincere regret which the announce- 
ment of ME. Peabody's death has occasioned and 
will occasion. He has left behind nim a name aa 
imperishable as civilization, lor until civilization 
ceases it will be cherished and revered as few names 
are cherished and revered.

ISparaini 1£. Avery. 


Over thirty years ago Ephraim K. Avery was a 


Methodist minister living In Fall River, Jfass. Ha 
bore an excellent character, was widely esteemed, 
not only by tne members of his own congregation, 
but by the townspeople at larce, and was looked 
upon as a truly humble and devout Christian. Wlta 
the members of his 'church he was very popular. 
As a preacher he was talented and eloquent,- In 
social life he was agreeable aud entertaining. His 
Influence with the Methodists of Fall Elver was 
great, as, indeed, is the Influence of all ministers of" 
religion in country Places. Their confidence to Mm 
was unbounded; with many he was not only a, 
spiritual adviser and instructor, but to'theao offices 
was added tnat of social mentor. 


Among the members of Avery's church was a 


young girl named Susan Maria Cornell. In social" | 
rank she was hardly the equal of the preacher; in. 
personal appearance she was no beauty, though it' 
was said tnat she was preposessing enough to win 
the love of another. Mr. Avery seemed to take a 
strong interest m this girl. He was frequently in 
her company—so frequent that, had ne not been a 
minister, it is likely the gossips of his town would 
have associated the names or the two as those of per- 
sons either engaged to be married or engaged in an 
immoral Intercourse. 


But the relations or "pastor and people" wera 


such that the Intimacy gave arise to no scandal. 
And even if one or two persons uttered a suspicion 
that all was not 
right, the utterance 
was 
considered so outrageous a slander as to carry its 
own condemnation with it. It was not until a 
crisis arose thac psopie discovered m the frequent 
meetings of the two evidences of guilt. Then every 
little action was noted as pregnant with wrong, 
every attention to the cirl as proof ol Immorality, 
every wora uttered as that of the seducer. 


How long Susan Cornell and Ephraim Arery were 
on intimate terms we cannot now say. It might 
have been three or four years; it might have beea 
but a few months. Certain it is though that ona 
day this Intimacy ceased, for on that day the dead1 
body of the girl was discovered by the side of a hay- 
stack in an oi>en Held some distance from ths mala 
roaii. That there had been a murder was apparent 
at a glance; that the girl had battled desperately for 
her hie tras also evident. The struggle between her 
and her murderer must have been rrightlui; for her 
garments were rent, and upon her person wera 
marks oi violence which told an eloquent thougti 
mute tale. 
A combination of circumstances pointed to Eph- 
raiin Avery as tne maraerer. It would require too 
much splice to record all the evidence which was 
collected to convict him. In the Ilrst place, his rela- 
tions with tlie girl were or so intimate a character 
tnat people instinctively believed him sullty. He 
was last seen with her; the investigation of the 
Coron*r proved tuat she had been betrayed by some 
one, and "tne deduction drawn from this fact was 
th it her seducer haa murderea her for the purpose 
of concealing her crime.

in Scotland tne verdict would have been

same result, witn tho addition that the ministers 
composing it acquitted hiai, I'ully convinced o£ hla 
innocence- 


Tile excitemeat which this case occasioned has 
never been surpassed In the United States. Not 
even the celeorated Burdell murder so profoundly 
affected tlie people. From one ena of tae republic 
to the other the theme or conversation was for Weeta 
tne tragedy at Fall Hiver. In this city the excite- 
ment attained to sacs a height that Thomas Flynn. 
the coaietlian, reaped a harvest of money by pro- 
ducing a crania describing ths marder. For this 
purpose he leased the luchinoEil Hill theatre, which, 
was located, at the corner or Charlton and Varict 
streets, and performed to crowded houses. Months 
after the trial the leeiing against Avery was intense, 
ana it is relate! tnat o travelling showman named , 
Barnum, who afterwards became notorious, nar- 
rowly escaped a riding on a rail in Annapolis, his 
would-be lynchers mistaking him for ihe minister. 


Acguiiteu bv the law, Avery was nevertheless held 
a criminal by a large majority of the people. He 
resumed his occupation as a preacher onii to find 
that he haa gained a mast unenviable notoriety, 
people flockzd to hiscturch, not to near him preach, 
out to get.a gliiopsa of the man who had been on 
tr.ai for his life. And, nrhile this was the case, his 
social relations became almost unbearable. His 
warmest friends !n the past abandoned htm. Except 
on Sunday, lie lived almost solitary and alone, an 
object oi suspicion. If guilty or the murder, 'he was 
punished lar more effectively than If he had been 
hanged. Ir innocent, many years of his existence 
wera pas=ea in martyrdom. From the hour of his 
arrest ihe spr.ere or his usefulness had been con- 
tracted to the very narrowest limits. 
For some 


years he struggled on, m'Ricamond, Mass., and 
other places, hoping lor a restoration of that confi- 
dence which haa once been reposed in him. It never 
was restored, and at length he retired from the min- 
istry, never more to preaaa the word or God to his 
fellow beings. 


Mr. Avery moved to Pittefleid, Ohio, then, more 
than now, a quiet,'secluded snot. Here, wr over 
twenty vears he pursued tne occupation o( a farmer. 
Going aaiccg strangers, who knew but little or 
nothing oi his past, he made frieiuls and many. On

He was a puzzle—aye, 
even a terror to the very men who had done most- 
aside Irom liis own superlative genius—to elevate 
and honor him. He was voted to be a social iceberg, 
and gave the chilis and fever not only to inquisi- 
tive politicians who sought to pump and use 
him, but likewise to people who only went to pay 
visits of congratulation and friendship. Now liow 
changed l Seated in hia Presidential chair, he is ap- 
proachable In the highest degree. He deals no 
longer in those horrible monosyllables.

Like a prudent 
man about to enter upon a new Held of duty, he went 
to study. He adopted tne same plan In this respect 
as a prudent general. He knew not the strange 
ground upon winch no was about to operate. He 
was unacaualnted with 
political tactics, and, 


until ha should have posted himself, resolved to 
remain undisclosed. Hence that Impenetrable mask 
•which bothered alike friends and roes. But now he 
BUS studied and brushed against all the shrewd 
political celebrities of the country and feels his own 
strength. He is assured as to ttie proper tactics to 
adopt, and is unhesitating In expressing his views 
as before he was timid and reserved. The change 13 
decidedly pleasant to all who have anything to do 
•with him. He receives his scores of visitors, male 
and female, every day with as much ease and affa- 
bility as the most accomplished 01 his predecessors 
to tlie Presidential chair.

A Postal Convention—Reforms in the Present 


System. 


Postmaster p. H. Jones, of Now York city: Post- 


master Biugliam, of Philadelphia, and Postmaster 
Dennison, of Baltimore, arrived here to-day by invi- 
tation of Mr. Creswell, who wished to confer with 
them relative to tlie advisability of reducing tha 
postage on registered letters and of establishing a 
general free delivery system throughout the conn- 
try. Mr. Creawell believes that-by abolishing the 
private box system and employing the carriers to 
deliver letters and newspapers free and mora 
promptly and expeditiously tiiaa at present, espe- 
cially in the large cltle?, toe general correspondence 
would be largely increased and a handsome reve- 
nue derived by the government. 
Mr. Ores- 


well considers that quick and more rregnenc 
delivery 
would 
cause 
people to 
correspond 


more frequently, and probably he is right, lor many 
people who now use the telegraph and private mes- 
sengers to convey their letters do so merely because 
the postal facilities are so Imperfect, and would 
naturally abandon the more expensive mode if they 
could accomplish their ends as well by means of the 
Post Office, which would do it more cheaply and with 
less probability of mistakes being committed. In 
this way, by the augmented number of letters 
sent by mail', the profl-ts of tue department would 
be increased. At present an immense quantity of 
room In the post offices- of the large cities Is 
given up 
to the 
private boxes. 
The ^ame 


space rented out for other purposes, it Is be- 
lieved, would, when taken In connection with the 
increased quantity of mall matter, bring a bigger 
profit to'the government. One example will suffice. 
In the city of New York, for Instance, there are abont 
five thousand boxes given up to private use, bringing 
an annual rental of abont sixty thousand dollars, 
When the new Post Office is completed the space 
which would be devoted to private boxes would, It la 
calculated, bring a yearly rent of some forty or fifty 
thousand dollars. 
The same proportion would 


doubtless exist in other large cities. It is proposed 
to have a general conference of all tho postmasters 
of the leading cities In the Union In this city next 
January, when this matter will be generally dis- 
cussed. As regards registered letters Mr. ureswell 
Is thinking of reducing the postage from twelve to 
six centg.

General McMahon.

lying between Brazil and Paraguay 


were forced to join the former, as they Had neither 
the will nor the power to resist so formidable an 
enemy as Brazil. General Mcllahon had no com- 
plaint to make of the conduct of Lopez towards him- 
self or the government which he represented. He 
had not attempted to interfere m the affaire of Para- 
guay, but had confined himself strictly to his duties 
as Minister of tne United States. Lopez, he be- 
lieved, was favorably disposed towards our govern- 
ment.

of this data asking me to reconsider my decision of 
the Sth of June last, contained in a letter to Assessor 
John Cornell, Fourth I&wa district, that persons en- 
gaged in the'busiuess of packing pork and rendering 
and packing lard for sals should be required to pay 
a special tax as manufacturers and to return their 
sales m excess of $1,250 quarterly and pay the tax 
of two dollars per thousand on such excess. I have 
to say in response tnat I have very fully considered 
the matter, and am won satisfied that the decision 
referred to Is correct. The taxes In accordance 
therewith will 
continue to be assessed; but 
la view ot the statements made by you In 
behalf of the Boards of Trade and Commerce and the 
provision dealers of New York and the porn packers 
of Louisville, whom you represent, I have con- 
cluded to direct collectors to suspend the collection 
of tne tax until the 1st day of January next, which 
will afford tho desired opportunity of applying to 
Congress lor ils legislative action on the subject.

mencement of tho suit; but the State Court decreed 
in favor of the county, and from that decree writ of 
error is taken to tills court. The case involves ,the 
construction of the several acts of congress and of 
the Iowa Legislature, recited, and the question of 
the finality of the decision ot the interior Depart- 
ment; also the further question 01 tho authority of 
tne State court to interfere with that decision, in 
case it Is heid erroneous. The railroad company 
maintain tliat the decision is flnal. and if not that 
the State courts are without jurisdiction to review it. 
Tue county contends that where the decision of the 
Interior Department in such cases contravenes sub- 
stantial rights the courts of the country are open to 
afford redress. There must be some tribunal to de- 
termine tue question, and there is no valid reason 
why tne courts of the State should not adjudicate it. 
The case was submitted on the printed arguments.

They also, by their agent at Denver, waived the de- 
livery agreed upon there and the goods were car- 
ried thence to Sale Late City by J. C. 4 J. Irvine. 
woo delivered them to the defendant In error; and 
the plaintiffs refusing to pay the freight, the Over- 
land Despatch Company paid ireight to the Irvines 
amounting to $2,05330 and to MoWnist i Co. 
$4,72059, and claimed a lien on the goods retained 
for freight on all goods carried. There was a single 
original shipment having the same point of depar- 
ture, the same point of delivery, one consignor and 
one consignee. The plaintiffs In error sued to 
recover the goods, and the verdict in the District 
Court of the- Territory was for the defendant, 
sustaining the lien claimed. Tne plaintiffs in error 
appealed to the Supreme Court of the Territory and 
tueir appeal waj dismissed. This writ of error was 
tat en to tue judgment of dismissal, tue plaintiff in 
error claiming that under the laws of tlie Territory 
the Supreme Court erred in that judgment.

GEOSSE PEABODY. 


At naif-past eleven o'clock last night, at his resi- 


dence m Baton square, London, there passed away 
Irom earth a man whose name will ever be remem- 
bered ana whose memory must ever be cnerished 
so long as the virtues of benevolence and generosity 
are regarded v/itn approval, standing almost alone 
among his fellow-men he taught philanthropists 
what real philanthropy is—taught the wealthy a 
lesson whose moral ia priceless, because it snows 
them how, Irom tne measure ol their abund- 
ance, 
the 
poverty 
of 
man can 
be made 


less irisome without adding to its poignancy or en- 
couraging Its disposition- to idleness by tue degrada- 
tion of almsgiving. And yet, while the fame of 
George Peabody springs from his unprecedented 
philanthropy, we do not here exnress our sincere 
regret at the announcement of nis death because of 
that which he gave. Rataerlet our sorrow arise from 
the knowledge that if we now look over the 
broad field of benevolence ths central 
figure 


towering far above others Is no more seen— 
that nothing now remains but the Immortality of 
good deeds, which, shine as they may in the records 
of the truly great, are as but tiny ^learnings beside 
the living embodiment of him who created and gave 
them light. That Mr. Peabody eaotUd die was natu- 
ral. His rate was tne Inevitable. But never before 
did death, cut down a beine of greater servke to a 
world full of misery, of penury and or weakness than 
he. Wherever Christianity obtains there will a loss 
be felt. In the two great Anglo-Saxon nations, 
where his benefactions were conferred, in all parts 
of the world, where his was a bright example, there 
will he be mourned with a flepm of sincerity hardly 
fathomable. 


And all this, which if spoXen of most other men. 


would be a fulsome laudation, Is but a feeble, though 
truthful, tribute to the virtues which distinguished 
the career of Mr. Peabody. 


HIS ASTCESTKT. 


Mr. Peabody sprung from good old English stock. 


Six generations back his ancestor was Francis Pay- 
body, of tne ancient family of Paybodya; of Leices- 
tershire, in England, who at an early age left St. 
Albans, in Hertfordshire, and went to New England. 
For twenty-two 
years he appears 
to 
have 


resided In various parts of the country, 
but 


In 1657 na finally settled at Topfleld, a small 
town in Essex county, Mass., where he ever after re- 
sided. The residence that he erected and the mill 
(the first one In the town) that he Duiit, are standing 
at the present day, venerable in their two centuries 
of age. He was wealthy—that is, wealthy compared 
with his neighbors—and being, In addition, a man of 
education and respectability, naturally, attained to 
prominence. 
His 
wife 
was Mary, daughter 


of Reginald Foster, 
by whom he 
had 
four- 


teen 
children, from 
the eldest son of which 


the late Mr. George peanody was 
descended. 


Francis Paybody died In 1688, at the advanced 
aee of eiglity-fonr years. 
He left behind a large 


landed estate, which was divided 
principally 


among his six sons. The descendants of these have 
been distinguished for their mental and moral 
worth. 
Duriajr our revolutionary struggles they 


espoused the patriot cause, and their devotion to 
the embryo nation was more than once severely 
tested. 
By what means and at what time their 


family name was changed from Paybody to Peabody 
wo are unable to state with any degree of certainty. 
It Is not improbable that It was one of those almost 
Imperceptible changes whica often occur, less from 
design than from accident. 


BIRTHPLACE AND EAKI.T LIFE. 


Misfortune appears to have befallen the descend- 


ants of Francis PayOody. 
When, on the 18th of 


February, 1795, the subject of this sketch was born 
in the town of Danvers, his parents were persona in 
very poor circumstances. The boy consequently 
grew up lacking in the advantages of a good educa- 
tion. Indeed, at this time eancational facilities were 
not so abundant as they now are, and none but tha 
sons and daughters of those in affluent circumstances 
were able to obtain more Knowledge than Is em- 
braced In tne bare learning ho\v to rijjid and write. In 
addition the parents of George Peab'Ody were unable 
to support him for any length of time in Idleness, so 
tUatJ even had the system of free schools been as per- 
fect and efficient as they now are, It Is extremely 
doubtful if he would have obtained a more perfect 
education than he actually received. At the tender 
ago of eleven years he embarked In business as clerk, 
to Mr. Sylvester Proctor, an estimable man, who 
sept a aroeery In Danvers. 
Three years later 


he 
left the 
shop 
and 
lived 
a year with 


his 
grandfather, 
Mr. 
Dodge, 
In 
Thetford. 


Vermont, from whence he went In 1S11 to Newbury- 
port as cleric to his brother David, who had about 
tnat time opened there a dry goods shop. Unlortu- 
na:ely, ill iucK pursued him. The business had 
scarcely been mora than started when a disastrous 
conflagration destroyed tha business portion or Nesr- 
bnryport, involving in total rain a number of per- 
sons, among whom was David Peaboay. This dis- 
aster, though of a most serious character, did not 
dishearten the lad. Stout of heart and energetic 
he 
loosed 
about 
hira 
for 
some 
other 


means of earning a livelihood. 
The prospect 


was by no means iavorablo. 
The embargo 


placed upon American commerce, the great contest 
between France and England, and the strong proba- 
bility then existing—afterwards turned into A cer- 
tainty—of the United States being drawn into tha 
struggle, combined to produce a stagnation In trade 
which was felt throughout the republic. Business 
was dull everywhere. The trade that was doing 
was of the most languid character Imaginable. 
Failures were numerous. Everywhere uncertainty 
of tho future, mingled with anxiety for tne present, 
pervaded the commercial mind. It was, altogether, 
a most untovrard period for a lad of seventeen to 
begin life upon his own account. 


KESIOYAL TO GEORGETOWN. 


Among his relatives was an uncle—John Peabody— 


who had done business In Newburyport, and had 
been loosed upon as a man of large means. When 
the general crash came hs succumbed, with many 
others. In the hope of retrieving his fortunes he 
moved to Ihe District ot Columbia, settling at 
Georgetown, 
to which 
place Iis invited 
h;s 


nephew 
to 
follow 
him. 
Being 
somewhat 


heavily Involved in debt and oppressed by his 
creditors prudential considerations necessitated his 
conducting business under a nasne other tnaa his 
own. 
He had every confidence in his nephew, under 


whoso name the business was carried on. and who 
was entrusted almost entirely with its management. 
During the trro years he remained with his uaclc he 
manifested that aptitude for commercial undor- 
taKings which, at a later date, carried him oa to for- 
tune. The business, however, was not so successful 
as it xatght—and doubtless would—have been had 
ho been left untrammelled. But, although ostensi- 
bly the pruprietor, he was really but a clerk, ana 
one, too, receiving bat small pecuniary compeusatloa 
for his services. We and it stated that upon the os- 
piratlon of two years ho retired from Ma uncle's 
service, mainly because of an apprehension that he 
would be held liable for claims and engagements 
which did not belong to him. Of tho truth or thia 
statem eut we have no means of judging. Still it la 
not improbable, although if is more likely that he 
vraa influenced to saver hla connection with ilr. 
Jonu Peaboay Because 01 tne poor prospect held oat 
by Its continuance.• aua bec.&use of opportunities 
wtitah «i«8«Bj«d thiBjsjflwa & uua ufttiod for (ba 


bettering of his condition and advancement of his 
fortunes. 


THE WAR OP 
1812. 
Meanwhile tho long threatened war between Great 
Britain and the United States had broken out. In 
midsummer of 1812 a British, fleet ascended tha 
Potomac and menaced- the capital. Patriotic men 
took up arias in defence of the republic, and among 
them was George Feabodr, then still a lad and 
exempt from military duly. But the same spirit 
of patriotism whica had 
actuated his ances- 
tors now influenced him to volunteer in a 
company of 
artillery formed 
at Georgetown, 


under the command of Colonel George Feter. A Jjiw 
days later he was doing soldier's duty with his com- 
pany at Fort Warburton. The expected attack waa 
not made bv tho British, so that no opportunity 
was afforded for his participation in battle, and on 
the discharge of the volunteers he returned to his 
commercial avocations. 
Previous to this he had 
served for a brief while at Newburyport, and It was 
but a short time since he received a grant of 100 
acres of land voted bj Congress to those who volun- 
teered in defence or the republic during the war 
with England. 


HIS PABTNEESHIP WITH MB. BIOOS. 
While Mr. Peabody was engaged in business at 


Georgetown his steadiness and capacity gained him 
many friends. Amomr those who were struck by 
the ability he displayed was tho late Elisha Kiggs, 
afterwards of this city, who died in 1853 deeply re- 
gretted. This gentleman proposed to enter into a 
partnership with the young man m the drapery 
business, he to furnish" the capital. 
It waa 
not 
long 
before 
the 
firm 
was engaged 
in 
a 
profitable business, which was moved 
to Baltimore 
In 1815. 
Seven years later it 
had become so extensive that branch establishments 
were opened in New York and Philadelphia. In 1828 
Mr. Riggs retired from the firm and Mr. Peabody 
became the head of it. The relations that existed 
between, the two gentlemen were always ol a 
friendly and confidential character. Bach was in- 
debted to the other for numerous favors, not least of 
which was the business connection which enabled 
the one to increase his fortune by means of the 
other's business sagacitv and tact, and laid the foun- 
dation of that vast wealth which Mr. Pabody turned 
to so benevolent an account. 


MK. PEABODY AS A LOKDON BAJ-'KSB. 
Some months after the retirement of Mr. Kisgs Mr. 
Peabody paid Bis iiret visit to England for the pur- 
pose of purchasing goods. During the succeeding 
ten years ho visited Europe repeatedly for the same 
purpose, and in 1637 became a permanent resident of 
London. In 1843 he retired Irom the business he • 
had pursued BO many years and established 
a 
commission agency 
and 
banking 
house 


in 
the 
English metropolis. 
At 
this time 
he 
was already a man of large wealth. 
He had also performed noteworthy service for tha 
pnwic. During tbe commercial aud financial crisis 
of 1837 he was appointed by the Maryland Legisla- 
ture one of three commissioners to negotiate a loan. 
This duty was none of the lightest. la England ail 
American securities were looked upon with suspi- 
cion because of the neglect or some of the States to 
pay tho Interest on tneir debc held abroad and 
because 01 the numerous failures which were weekly 
reported. Mr. Peabody's Influence, however, was 
sufficient to obtain the loan, and in apprecia- 
tion or his service on this occasion the Stata 
afterward officially recorded her obligation "for his 
generous devotion to the Interests aud honor of 
Maryland." During these trying days he struggled 
manfully to sustain the credit of his native country, 
and H is not awarding nim too much praise to say 
that the restoration ol confidence in- the ability and 
purpose of the United States to pay their debts was 
due more to his efforts than to those of any other 
man. 
The business which 3£r. Peabody did In London 
was extensive- On both continents he was widely 
toown for his sterling Integrity and reliability, so 
that men were ever readf to place their business in 
his hands, feeling confident thai it would be faith- 
fully transacted and that their interests would be 
properly attended to. To the fortune which he pos- 
sessed at the time of his permanent residence in 
London a large sum, variously estimated at from 
$20,000,000 to 330,000,000, was added. 


HIS DEEDS OF LIBERALITY. 
ft 
Throughout his lire George Pealjody was noted for 
his charltaole disposition. To the full extent of his 
means he had given to the poor. In Eneland 
Americans in straitened circumstances had only to 
apply to him to receive a practical illustration 
of 
his generosity. 
One of 
the first acts of 
public liberality, whlcn gained him considerable 
popularity in the United States, -was performed 
in the summer of 1S51, during the great exhibi- 
tion at ttte Crystal palace. By reason or Congress 
refusing to anpropriate a sum of money for the pur- 
pose, tne American department bade fair to make a 
sorrr show m the midst of the productions of all the 
nations or the earth. In this emergency Mr. Pea- 
body was applied to, and the response was prompt 
and princely. The entire expense of arranging and 
garnishing the American department waa defrayed 
by him, and thus, as a biographical wriSer justly ob- 
serves, 'la private individual did that for his coun- 
trymen which taelr own Congress had shamefully 
refused to do, and watch In every other case had 
been done by the governments of the nations there 
represented."" 


Tho same liberality was exhibited a year later, 
when Mr. Henry Grinnell offered his vessel, the 
Advance, to maSe a second voyage to the Arctic 
Beas, uader Dr. liane, In search or Sir John Franklin. 
Congress had been applied to for the means of outfit, 
and nad neglected matin? an appropriation. Tlie 
proposed cxpcavtioTi -wonUl have been anamioncA 
had not Mr. peaoody generously handed over to Mr. 
Grinnell the sum of $10,000, wnich paid the expenses 
ol the voyage. 


DEVOTION TO THE PBOGBESS OP EDUCATION. 
The one hundredtn anniversary of the corporate 
existence of Danvera. Mass., occurred ou the 16th of 
June, 1S52, and tnat day was celebrated in a manner 
befitting the occasion. Amonir the invitations to 
attend the festivities was one to George Peabody, 
who replied, expressing regret tliat he could not be 
present to join in the celebration of this the centennial 
of his native town. He, however, sent the commit- 
tee a sentiment enclosed in an envelope, "which 
was not to be opened until his name should be called 
In due course at the 
dinner 
table." 
Alter 
the dinner had been eaten aud several speeches 
made Mr. Peabody's name was called, the envelope 
opened and this sentiment read:—"Education—A 
debt due from tne present to future generations." 
In continuation he wrote, "In acknowledgment or 
the payment of that debt by the peneration which 
preceded me In my native town ot Danvers, and to 
aid in its prompt future discharge. I give to the 
inhabitants of that town the sum or 820,000 for the 
promotion of knowledge aud morality atnonpt them." 
To this sum he afterwards added largely, the dona- 
tions altogether exceeding S-00,ooo. 
Five vears after this event Mr. Peabody paid a 
visit to the United States, aud one of iiis lirst acts 
was to contribute the sum or ssoa.ooo lor the round- 
ing of an educational Institution in his adopted city 
or Baltimore. To this he afterwards ailileu-8^00,000. 
and m 1S06 the donation was increased by 
$500,000, aud 
on the 
22n of Septsiaer last 
he gave $-130,000" more, making a total con- 
tribution 
of 
$1,400,000. 
In 
183S the 
corner 
stone of the buiidmg was laid, - but, the rebel- 
lion soon after 
breaking out, itserectiou and 
dedication were delayed until after the close of 
the war. In his letters to the trustees of this insti- 
tution Mr. Peabody expressed the hope that it would 
be "so conducted throughout its wliuie career as lo 
teach political and reliffious charity, toleration and 
DeneBcence, and prove itself to be, in all contingen- 
cies and conditions, the true friend ot an Inestimable 
Union, or the salutary institutions of free government 
and of liberty regulated by law. " 


While m the bnited States Mr. Peabody was the 
recipient of marked attention irom all classes of 
people wherever he went. Knmerous puDUC recep- 
tions were tendered him, all of whicn were decliaed, 
save one in Danvers, which was one of tue most 
enthusiastic that was ever bestowed upon a philan- 
thropist. 


HIS GIFT TO THE LONDON POOH. 
In 135S Mr. Peabody returned to Easfiand and set 
about putting into practical effect- a scheme of 
benevolence whlcn had occupied his mind for seve- 
ral yeirs previous. This was "under n sense of 
gratitude4' for his success in .England, '-to make a 
donation for tne benefit or the poor of London." To 
thia end lie consulted his friends C. M. Sampson, Sir 
James Emerson Tennent, his partner, J. S. ilorgan, 
aud tiie Rich! Rev. Bishop Mcllvalne. of Onio. In a 
letter aated '-.London, March l-j, ISQ-J," and.addressed 
to Charles Francis Adams, the United States 
Minister to England, Lord Stanley, Aft P. (now 
Earl of Derbv), and others, whom ho appointed 
trustees, he wrote, after cxplamms tne motives 
which actuatea him:—"My object Dei:ig to amelior- 
ate the condition of the poor and neeay or this sreat 
metropolis aud to promote their comfort ana happi- 
ness, I take pleasure in apprising you that I have 
determined to transier to TOU the sum of £150,000, 
which now stands available for this purpose on the 
books ot Messrs. George Psabodyfc Co., as you will 
see by tne accompanying- correspondence." 


This muuifieeat girt was afterwaius swelled to.the 
sum of £35J,OiW, or nearly S2,oou.09i>. The English 
papers were ailed witn eulogies oa this act or pliuan- 
thropy, wiiic'a one editor declared almost bewildered 
him "by its magnitude and splendor." And cot only 
in England but on the Continent; and in .the United 
States the same praise was awarded lu:a. ami he 
was at ouce placed at the head of living philanthro- 
pists. Of tne success which lias attended ids Pea- 
body building in London we have novsp-ts tu sneak. 
They must ever remain a grsat nionurjent to his 
memory. 


The people of London "wers not slow 1:1 showing 
their appieciacion of his mumlicence. '•.''-- f''eetioiu 
of tue city was bestowed upon him by nia Corpora- 
tion of London, and at ths close 01 t!:e Working 
Classes Exhibition in the Gni:dha!l. in lS6u, when 
for the flrst time he consented to appesr in public, 
he received a welcome so unboiiade.i ia its enthu- 
siasm as rarely to be eqnal!e:l. During the same 
year, and shortly prior to saiiii::,* for America, ce was 
tendered either a baronetc*' or the Uraad Cross 
ol 
the 
Order 
of 
tne 
B.un. - He 
declined 


both, but In answer to the question, what girt he 
\vould accept, sa;d:—"-\ \a^~ ii'oai the c;u-:ea or 
England, which 1 may carry across the Atlantic and 
deposit as a memorial of oae ol her most faithful 
sons." Tue (jSeen promptly compiled with this 
request, wrltiae Mr. Peabody a most graceful letter 
of acknowledgment of his "more than princely 
munificence," aud adding to it a portrait of Herself. 
The letter anil portrait are Doth deposited m Ihe 
Peabody Institute at Danvers. 


S2TUKN TO TIIE CNITED STATES IX 1SC8. 


For the second time since Ins departure lor Lon- 
don m 11.07 Mr. I'eabodv visited America in 1808, 
and was received with a heartiness and enthusiasm 
that gra'.iliecl him greatly. As Leiore, ills restless 
benevoleuco exhibited Itseif, and tills time with a 
uiumnceuca never before equalled by a unvate indi- 
vidual.

HONORS PAID TO MB. PEABODY. 
. The unparalleled munificence of Sir. Peabody gavs 
rise to the liveliest enthusiasm in all parts of the 
country, aud was extolled throughout the civillzea 
world. Congress voted him a resolution of tnanka 
and a gold medal as a mark of the republic's appre- 
ciation of his services in the cause of education. " 
Several of the State Legislatures passed compli- 
mentary resolutions, while from all parts of tha 
country caine euloelstie expressions regarding him. 
No public man was ever received wish more sincera 
pleasure than he wherever he went. 
SETtTEN TO ENGLAND AND LAST VISIT TO AMERICA. 


At the close of a year's sojourn in America Mr. 
Peabody took his departure for England, and early - 
in 1868 made a brief tour of the Continent. While at 
Kome he waa nresented'to the Pope, who gave him 
a most flattering reception. Before leaving he pre- 
sented the charitable institutions of the city with 4 
liberal donation, reported by some correspondents ] 
at $1,000,000. 
The precise sum, however, ha* 
never been ascertained. 
Soon after he pro*-, 
oosed to mate another visit to America, and ths 
CJueen upon learning that he would probably nof- 
return to England expressed a desire to see mm. 
He was accordingly presented to her. On the iota, 
or Jnne he arrived in New Yors and within 
a month had presented another $1,000.000 to tha 
Southern Educational Fund. During the gtunmee 
months he went to White Sulphur Springs, Va.. 
for 
the 
benefit 
of his health, 
which liad 
become feeble. At one time 
hs was so low 
that rears were entertained of his life, but 
by careful nursing he recovered. Shortly before 
leaving the Springs he presented Washington Col- 
lege (General Lee's) with $50,000, and on the 22d of ' 
September donated £400.003 to the Peabody Institute 
In Baltimore, He made some other donations ol 
smaller amounts, which we connot at present recall, 
.Indeed, his gilts were so numerous that it almost 
bewilders one to recount them. The annals ot 
philanthropy do not record any equal to Mr. Peabodj" . 
In munificence-. He seemed happy only when giving 
of his wealth for benevolent purooses. 
Darinsr Mr. Peabody's absence Irom England a 
statue or him was unveiled in London. The cere- 
mony was performed before a vast concourse of 
people by tne pnnce of Wales, who maole a speech, 
highly laudatory of Mr. Peabody. This statue waa 
erected Dy the merchants of London as a. mart ol 
their respect and esteem ror the distnguished Ame- 
rican. 


BACK TO ENGLAND TO DIE. 
On the 30th or September of the present year Mr. 
Peabody took his departure for London, to the 
regret of his lellow citizens, who had hoped that 
his last days would be spent In his native land. IS 
was not to be so. • soon after his arrival nis Illness 
returned, and, aa stated In the flrst lines of this 
sketch, he died in London, yesterday, m. the seventy- 
fifth year of his. age. 
Mr. Peabody never married—a fact that occasioned 


many speculations. At one time It was rumored - 
that he was about to marry Miss Burden Coutta, but 
the rumor proved to be false. 
In person Mr. Peabody was tail and well Built. 
Els countenance had all the appearance of than 
benevolence for which he was distinguished, and in 
manners he was most genial and inviting. 


CONCLUSION. 
Even as we begun so do we close this stetch by 
expressing the sincere regret which the announce- 
ment of ME. Peabody's death has occasioned and 
will occasion. He has left behind nim a name aa 
imperishable as civilization, lor until civilization 
ceases it will be cherished and revered as few names 
are cherished and revered.

ISparaini 1£. Avery. 


Over thirty years ago Ephraim K. Avery was a 


Methodist minister living In Fall River, Jfass. Ha 
bore an excellent character, was widely esteemed, 
not only by tne members of his own congregation, 
but by the townspeople at larce, and was looked 
upon as a truly humble and devout Christian. Wlta 
the members of his 'church he was very popular. 
As a preacher he was talented and eloquent,- In 
social life he was agreeable aud entertaining. His 
Influence with the Methodists of Fall Elver was 
great, as, indeed, is the Influence of all ministers of" 
religion in country Places. Their confidence to Mm 
was unbounded; with many he was not only a, 
spiritual adviser and instructor, but to'theao offices 
was added tnat of social mentor. 


Among the members of Avery's church was a 


young girl named Susan Maria Cornell. In social" | 
rank she was hardly the equal of the preacher; in. 
personal appearance she was no beauty, though it' 
was said tnat she was preposessing enough to win 
the love of another. Mr. Avery seemed to take a 
strong interest m this girl. He was frequently in 
her company—so frequent that, had ne not been a 
minister, it is likely the gossips of his town would 
have associated the names or the two as those of per- 
sons either engaged to be married or engaged in an 
immoral Intercourse. 


But the relations or "pastor and people" wera 


such that the Intimacy gave arise to no scandal. 
And even if one or two persons uttered a suspicion 
that all was not 
right, the utterance 
was 
considered so outrageous a slander as to carry its 
own condemnation with it. It was not until a 
crisis arose thac psopie discovered m the frequent 
meetings of the two evidences of guilt. Then every 
little action was noted as pregnant with wrong, 
every attention to the cirl as proof ol Immorality, 
every wora uttered as that of the seducer. 


How long Susan Cornell and Ephraim Arery were 
on intimate terms we cannot now say. It might 
have been three or four years; it might have beea 
but a few months. Certain it is though that ona 
day this Intimacy ceased, for on that day the dead1 
body of the girl was discovered by the side of a hay- 
stack in an oi>en Held some distance from ths mala 
roaii. That there had been a murder was apparent 
at a glance; that the girl had battled desperately for 
her hie tras also evident. The struggle between her 
and her murderer must have been rrightlui; for her 
garments were rent, and upon her person wera 
marks oi violence which told an eloquent thougti 
mute tale. 
A combination of circumstances pointed to Eph- 
raiin Avery as tne maraerer. It would require too 
much splice to record all the evidence which was 
collected to convict him. In the Ilrst place, his rela- 
tions with tlie girl were or so intimate a character 
tnat people instinctively believed him sullty. He 
was last seen with her; the investigation of the 
Coron*r proved tuat she had been betrayed by some 
one, and "tne deduction drawn from this fact was 
th it her seducer haa murderea her for the purpose 
of concealing her crime. She might have Impor- 
tuned h:m to marry her and thus save her from dis- 
grace, 'ihere is no teiline. 
Mr. Avery, on beinj: arrested, declared his inno- 
cence of the cnarge brought against him. When 
tried there was no lack oi witnesses to testify as to 
their suspicions. Strong as the circumstantial evi- 
dence Wits—and it was strong—it n-as insufficient to 
convict. Probably three-fourths of the Jurymen 
believed him guilty, but they were compelled 
to return a verdict or acquittal, because or the in- 
coaclusiveuess of the testimony. Had he been tried. 
in Scotland tne verdict would have been 
"Sot 
proven."' In the Ecclesiastical court there was tha 
same result, witn tho addition that the ministers 
composing it acquitted hiai, I'ully convinced o£ hla 
innocence- 


Tile excitemeat which this case occasioned has 
never been surpassed In the United States. Not 
even the celeorated Burdell murder so profoundly 
affected tlie people. From one ena of tae republic 
to the other the theme or conversation was for Weeta 
tne tragedy at Fall Hiver. In this city the excite- 
ment attained to sacs a height that Thomas Flynn. 
the coaietlian, reaped a harvest of money by pro- 
ducing a crania describing ths marder. For this 
purpose he leased the luchinoEil Hill theatre, which, 
was located, at the corner or Charlton and Varict 
streets, and performed to crowded houses. Months 
after the trial the leeiing against Avery was intense, 
ana it is relate! tnat o travelling showman named , 
Barnum, who afterwards became notorious, nar- 
rowly escaped a riding on a rail in Annapolis, his 
would-be lynchers mistaking him for ihe minister. 


Acguiiteu bv the law, Avery was nevertheless held 
a criminal by a large majority of the people. He 
resumed his occupation as a preacher onii to find 
that he haa gained a mast unenviable notoriety, 
people flockzd to hiscturch, not to near him preach, 
out to get.a gliiopsa of the man who had been on 
tr.ai for his life. And, nrhile this was the case, his 
social relations became almost unbearable. His 
warmest friends !n the past abandoned htm. Except 
on Sunday, lie lived almost solitary and alone, an 
object oi suspicion. If guilty or the murder, 'he was 
punished lar more effectively than If he had been 
hanged. Ir innocent, many years of his existence 
wera pas=ea in martyrdom. From the hour of his 
arrest ihe spr.ere or his usefulness had been con- 
tracted to the very narrowest limits. 
For some 


years he struggled on, m'Ricamond, Mass., and 
other places, hoping lor a restoration of that confi- 
dence which haa once been reposed in him. It never 
was restored, and at length he retired from the min- 
istry, never more to preaaa the word or God to his 
fellow beings. 


Mr. Avery moved to Pittefleid, Ohio, then, more 
than now, a quiet,'secluded snot. Here, wr over 
twenty vears he pursued tne occupation o( a farmer. 
Going aaiccg strangers, who knew but little or 
nothing oi his past, he made frieiuls and many. On 
tho -23d ot last month, at the age of sereaty years, 
he passed away from earta to tho regret of thosa 
who knew nun

Never tiid 
an irritating wrorti escape her lips in her whole interccursa 
with him. The accounts given me after I left Lord Byroa by 
the person in constant intercourse with bim added to those 
douuts which bad before transiently occurred to my mind as 
to the reality o? the alleged disease, and the reports of hie 
medical attendant were far from establishing the existence of 
aiiyihing II'JLC lunacy.

That their Interpretation must be a lamentable 


mistake, or taat Lady Byron la one of the most inex- 
plicable of numan beings, is proved by the following 
letters and extracts, addressed by Lady Byron to 
Mrs. Leigh, now published for the first time". The 
first, not dated, -was evidently written by Lady 
Byron In January, 1316, shortly after she left for 
Kirby Mallory, her sister-in-law being tnen under the 
same roof wita her. Mrs. Loigh remained with. Lord 
Byron in Piccadilly for several weeks after the de- 
parture of Laay Byron; and only left him when she 
found, she could be of no further use to either

The critics who were not convinced by Lady Anne 


Barnard's 'statement may yet mm a loophole for 
escape. We may be told tbat there was asu'osequeut 
discovery, a second revelation—to Lady Byron's 
own nilud, if not from wltuont—or tna% if no new 
facis reached her, old facts again appeared to her In 
new lights. Ttlea there 13 the "half-tratli-at-a-tline 
theory," which, we are assured, in no desreo 
weakens credibility; and the aapellc theorf which 
Justine1? a ladv (if sao is' pure, chivalrous and roll 
glous) in alterimielyesattljig and vilifying, trusting 
ana distrusting, tao same person, according to her 
mood, (e) It will be hard, too, If something cannot bo 
made out of the "unnecessarily." or the reasons 
which she was not "capable of stating In a detailed 
manner," although, she eoes TTu to state them m 
general terms, la dealing with such antagonists it 
13 not enough to cut away the groundwork of the 
calumny: we must sweep away the materials In the 
shape of conjectures, surmises, insinuations aud 
inferences, witn wtncu the dirty worfi may be recom- 
menced; and we hope to do this so effectually as 
not merely to clear Lord livron's memory from all 
taint of guilt, but to refute tha iucideutal charges of 
nnfeeliojror ungenerous conduct towards his wire. 


1C seems clear that Lady Byron complained of 
language or conduct sumcteut, in Dr. Lushington's 
opinion, to render a reconciliation impossible. But it 
does not follow that auy(ol lier wosrt complaints were 
well founded. Admitted umitness for tho married 
stale was rather his misfortune than his lault; and 
she toolc him for bsJter for worse with her eves open. 
There ia not tiio shadow of collateral or confirm- 
atory proof that Lord Bryon treated her cruelly or 
brutally, while there is strong presumtrave evi 
deuce to tha contrary. The -Bear Duck" letter 
would not have been written by a proud woman 
who had been uarshly treated and was writhing 
under a sense of wroag. They had lived a good ileai 
with ixer father and mother, who- must have Had am- 
ple opportunities of observing his tone and manner, 
and were too wrapped up in their daughter, not to 
notice any approximation to unlcmanesd.

choosing at«//), for 1 do cot believe—and I must sav it, in the 
very dregs of all this bitter business—tbat there ever was a 
belter, or even a brighter, & kinder, or a more amiable and 
agroeahle being than Lady B. I never had, nor can have, 
my reproach to make ner trfii'e is,tk rr.e. Where there is 
>lamo it belongs to myself; and, if I cannot redeem, I must 
bear it. 


He <ua His best to reaecm it; and It was only when 
ivery effort failed, and his veryreluctance to bring 
matters to aa extremity was turned accamst him, 
that he occasionally broke into bitterness. His UxeU 
taci deliberate state of reeling towards his wife will 
je best, collected froai his conversations with Dr. 
Kennedy, in Cephalonia, the year before his death. 
Dr. Kennedy is defending tho doctrine of eternal 
punishment:—

"I would save," cried his lordship, **my sister niid EOV au"- 
;cr, andinusae of iur-*ineeds and a. tzvr ot'jers, and let me

We were, 
tl/ererore, rather surprised to see (liuoted Ironi an 
Irish paper) a letter from a genttexaan, Mr. Percy 
Boyci, acquitting Lord Bvroa of moral culpability, 
but stating that the real and specific cause or tho 
separation was well known in society and' Had been 
communicated to himself oy tho late Mr. McKinnon. 
who nad it from Thomas Campbell. IS

Campbell was Known under alcoholic influence to 
speoily what he called the cause, and to adduce 
Laflr Byron as his authority, it was a series or bru- 
talities, coining very nearly within the description 
of crimes that could not be committed. It certainly 
was not wliat was repeated to Mr. Boyd. Campbell 
printed in the Neio Moidhly Magazine (ia. which he 
had written a foolish defence of Lady Byron) a letter 
from ner to htmseir, in wuich she says she cannot 
tell him **the causes*' of the separation. 
la 1818, two years after her first commrmlcationa, 


Lady Byron writes thus to Lady Anne Barnard:— 


He has wished to bo thought partially deranged, or on tto 


brinfc of It, to perplex observers and present them from 
tracing effects to their real caUBCa through all the Jutricaciea 
of his conduct. I was, aa I told you, at one time tho dupa of 
liiB acted Insanity, and clung to the former delusions In re- 
gard to tha motives tbat concerned mo personally till tho 
whole sr&tem woa laid bare, tio is the absolute monarch of 
words, and uses thorn, as Bonaparte did lirea, for conquest, 
wit bout more regard to their Intrinsic value, considering 
them only as ciphers which must derive all their Import from 
tho situation in which ho places them and the ends to which 
he adapts Cham with such consummate skill. Why, then, you 
will say, does he QQt employ them to giro alictter color to hi* 
own character? Because he Is too *ood an actor to overact " 
or to assume a moral £srb which-H would be easy to strip ou*. 
In regard to his poetry, egotism IE the vital principle of uis 
Imoglcaiion, wlilcu H is dlOicuU for htm to kindle on any sub- 
ject with which bis own character nnd Interest aro not identi- 
fied ; but by the introduction of fictitious Incidents, by changa 
of scene or time, ho haa enveloped bin poetical disclosuraa m 
a rrEtem impenetrable eicept to a very few, and Ais constant 
desire of crcMir.(/tti;enjciti!>!nria£es him not averse to &e the object 
ofuon&tr and curiosity^ ctcn though accompanied by some dark 
and vague sutpiciont.

In ihis severe analysis (written when tho angel of 


love was absent on leave) sho has hit Intuitively oa 
ono maric&U peculiarity at least—hla lendencv to bo

vices gut it n'avoti pas. In his jour- 
nal for ilareh, 1814. he sets dowa:— 


He (Hobhouse) told me an odd report—that I am the actual

The habit of mystification Is so Inveterate that ho 
Jiere palters with himself. He had already laid the 
ground for being identiilei with Lara, by travelling 
about with a damsel in male attire, though this waa 
a plagiarism from "Marmton."

Anything ror a sensation. His return in tne even- 
Ings from "haunts of vice," where he made his wife 
.understand he had been (the best proof that he had 
not) was uo more real than fcl9 piracy. He was then 
(1815) living as in a glass case. His Journals and 
letters show that his even Ings were not passed m 
feaimta or vice, unless Broofcea', Holland House and 
dinner tables where he met poets, wits and orators, 
can be so designated, "Moore (says Mrs. Beecher 
Stowe) sheds a significant light on thia period by 
telling us that about this time Byron was drnnK day 
after day with Sherman." This 19 another specimen 
ol this lady's inaccuracy. Moore tells nothing of tbe 
sort: ne merely prints a letter from Byron, dated 
October 31,1815, containing the following passage:-

"Lord Byron's actions," writes tlie Rev. W. liar 
ness, his sclioolfeuoiv aud friend, '-io far as they fel 
under ray owu observation, were kind-hearted, gen 
erous ana amiable. All the evil I ever knew of him 
was told me by himself, in those iits of self-accusa 
Uou which lie had so stratigo a habit oi indulging. 


There is a scene lu "Woodstock" lu which, when 


Cromwell is In one of his most excited moods, verg 
fug oa insanity, his daughter enters the room, walks 
up to him, gently but llriuiy passes her arm through 
Ins, and sayins "Father, this is not well; you Have 
•promised me this should not liappon," leads him off 
obedient as a child. Byron's sister had tbe same 
kind of influence over him. It may have been a spell 
of his own weaving, but it was a spell of power; 
aad we are convinced tnat he never spoke lizlitiy 
or irreverently of tier. And here, before going fur- 
ther, it may be as well to ascertain what sort of a 
person the sister was; for thousrh the poetic imagiua- 
tion can build on a slight foundation, there must be 
some semblance .or one, and we Have to decide not 
eltnply whether Mrs. Leigh was likely to inspire an 
Incestuous, life-lone and all-absorbing passion, but 
whether sho was tlie sort of woman to reciprocate it 
and m position to indulge it with impunity. The 
recklessness with which, t-his lady's reputation has 
been assailed and the feelinas of Her family have 
been outraged is one of the most extraordinary and 
repulsive features of the controversy. 
Earl Stanhope has kindly permitted ns to print the 


following extract irora aurlvace letter written by 
him:— 


I was very .well acquainted with ?tlra. Leigh about forty 


Siars ago (alas I), and nscd to call on her at St. Jamc^' 
alace to hear her spea>s about Lord Byron, as she was very 
fond ot doing. That fact itself is s presumption asaiosi 
what is alleged, since, on such a supposition, the snbjOcl 
would surely he fe't .13 painful and avoided. She was es- 
tremely unprepossessing in her person and nppearccjtc^ 
more like a uuu than anything, and never can have had the 
least pretension to beauty. 1 thought her shv and eeusa- 
tive to a fault in her mint! and character, and, from what I 
saw and knew of her, I hold her to have been utterly incapa- 
ble of such a crime as Mrs. Beecher Stowe is BO unwarrant- 
ably seeking to cast upou her memory. 


The Dowager Lady Shelley, a woman of large 


experience, penetration 
and sagacity, well ao. 


quainted with Byroa and his contemporaries, 
writes thns:- 


I have seen a great deal of Mrs. Leigh (Angusta\ having 


jassed some days with ber and Colonel Leigh, for rny hus- 
band's shooting near Xcwmarket, when Lord Byron was in 
the bouse, and, as she tola me, was writiui; ''The Corsair,1* 
to my great astonishment, for it was a wretched small house, 
full of tier ill-trained children, who were always funning up 
aad down stairs and going into ''uncle's" bedroom, where he 
remained all the morning. Mrs. Leigh was like a mother to 
Byron, being so much older, and not at all an attractive per- 
son. I afterwards we&t with ber, at her request, to pay a 
wedu"iug visit to I*ady Byron when she returned to town, and 
she (5tr5. Leigh) expressed tho greatest anxiety that his 
marriage sbeuld reform him. He opened the drawing'room 
door himself, and received my congratulations as savagely 
as I expected, looking demon-lite, as he often did. 
But 
my 
astonishment 
at

present 
accusation 
is unbounded. 
She, a 
Uowdy-Uoody, I being then, 
1 suppose, a young fine laeiy. Scrope Davies used to come to 
dinner, aud talked to me a great deal about Byron after- 
wards, when he resided in the country, and I never remember 
a hiut at-this unnatural and improbable Hiwnn when all 
Loudou iras at Byron's foet.

and to Jirs. Leigh, that my recollec- 
tion of her was perfectly correct.

She had tio taste for 
poetry. She had sad misfortunes In her later years. Her 
dxi3.lent<i?i'inn'ii srtrricin</ dA'Qhlrr nursr.'l itcr ici'/t the. tnwl'rctl 
o^erfioti d'crintj!:cr linl iVI'n^. How any or.e could have been 
so wicked as to write so horrible a story of one too long dead 
to have friends left who could refute the story seems beyond 
belief." 


Lord Stanhope's and Lady Shelley's impressions 


are confirmed by the surviving frleiuls and acquaint- 
ances of sirs. Leiirh. Her imsuaad, Lieutenant Goi- 
onei Leigh, of the celebrated Tenth Hussars, haO 
seen service anfl was a man of social dlsiiaction in 
Ins day. lie was tlie friendand constant companion 
of the Prince Reseat, tue Hukes or Bedford, 1'ait- 
lan<2 and Cleveland, the Earl of Egreuiout, Lord 
Rivers and other distiuguishe:' patrons of the turf. 
He and Mrs. Leigh occupied apartments in Flag 
Court, St. Jaaes' Panics, given to her on being ap- 
pointed bedchamber woman to Qaacn Charlotte, in 
ISWorlslo. She died there November 31, 18f>l; one 
of ner daag.iters never quitted uer, aud was with her 
when she died. 
A daughter and a son are still liv- 
ing, whose feelings may be guessed, 
bhe left tho 
most favorable Impression on all wno had an oppor- 
tunity of observing Her, and tlie co-Inmates of"the 
palaces generally contrive to kuow about one an- 
other, gouJ, bad or indifferent. 
In fact. Her habits, 


mauners aua appearance were a complete antidote 
to calumny, especially this sort of calumny. 
It is well worth wnile to run over Hyroa's printed 


allusions to hla sister in p-rose and verse, If oiily to 
show what the perversity of the critical mind can do 
in the way of misconstruction when there Is a fore- 
rono conclusion to be worked out. The attempts to 
ixtract proofs o fguiity passion from them have been 
alter failures. Ills manner of idealizing her nega- 
tives the charge; and if lie had been conscious of 
guilt, it Is to tho last degree Improbable that he 
would Ivavc persevered in drawing closer and closer 
Lue suspected tie, or in nanmiug it before tue woria. 
His accusers inusc be bard pushed when i.Ucy couple 
together sentences apart from the context In this 
fashion. He writes from Newstead ro Mr. lUurray. 
February 4. 1314:—-"Mrs. Leigh is with rae; much 
pleased wltn tuo place, aud loss so with me 
parting with it, to which not even tlie 
price can 
reconcile her." 
The flrst; member 


of this sentence—"Mrs. Leigh is with me"—lias 
actually been quoted of ominous importance, coupled 
with a letter of the following Mttrcn to Moore, inli- 
nating that he (Ilyrou) had soraetlimjr "uitcoiufort- 
Ibiti" to communicate; as well he might, oonsidor- 
cs his multiform entanglements, aiimiory and 
pecuniary. Guilt has also been discovered in this

That their Interpretation must be a lamentable 


mistake, or taat Lady Byron la one of the most inex- 
plicable of numan beings, is proved by the following 
letters and extracts, addressed by Lady Byron to 
Mrs. Leigh, now published for the first time". The 
first, not dated, -was evidently written by Lady 
Byron In January, 1316, shortly after she left for 
Kirby Mallory, her sister-in-law being tnen under the 
same roof wita her. Mrs. Loigh remained with. Lord 
Byron in Piccadilly for several weeks after the de- 
parture of Laay Byron; and only left him when she 
found, she could be of no further use to either 
party:- 


You will thint me very foolish, bat I have tried two or 


three times and cannot fct'i to you of your departure vdth a 
decent visage, EO let me say one word In this way, to sparo 
my philosophy- "With tho expsctalions which I have I uover 
will nor can ask you to stay one moment longer tba.n you are 
inclined io do. It would [be] tLe worst return for all I ever 
received from, you. But, in this &t least, J an* "truth itself* 
when I say that whatever the situation may be there is no* 
oac whose Bocietv 23 dearer to me, or can contribute more to 
my happiness. These feslin£B will not change under any

circumstances, and I should L.e griered if you did not under- ' 
stand them. SliouM you hereafter condern me I shall not 
love you less. I will say no ciore. Judge for yourself about 
going ur staying. I wish you :o consider yourseff, if you couitl 
be wise enough to do that for the firal time in your life. Thine,

The critics who were not convinced by Lady Anne 


Barnard's 'statement may yet mm a loophole for 
escape. We may be told tbat there was asu'osequeut 
discovery, a second revelation—to Lady Byron's 
own nilud, if not from wltuont—or tna% if no new 
facis reached her, old facts again appeared to her In 
new lights. Ttlea there 13 the "half-tratli-at-a-tline 
theory," which, we are assured, in no desreo 
weakens credibility; and the aapellc theorf which 
Justine1? a ladv (if sao is' pure, chivalrous and roll 
glous) in alterimielyesattljig and vilifying, trusting 
ana distrusting, tao same person, according to her 
mood, (e) It will be hard, too, If something cannot bo 
made out of the "unnecessarily." or the reasons 
which she was not "capable of stating In a detailed 
manner," although, she eoes TTu to state them m 
general terms, la dealing with such antagonists it 
13 not enough to cut away the groundwork of the 
calumny: we must sweep away the materials In the 
shape of conjectures, surmises, insinuations aud 
inferences, witn wtncu the dirty worfi may be recom- 
menced; and we hope to do this so effectually as 
not merely to clear Lord livron's memory from all 
taint of guilt, but to refute tha iucideutal charges of 
nnfeeliojror ungenerous conduct towards his wire. 


1C seems clear that Lady Byron complained of 
language or conduct sumcteut, in Dr. Lushington's 
opinion, to render a reconciliation impossible. But it 
does not follow that auy(ol lier wosrt complaints were 
well founded. Admitted umitness for tho married 
stale was rather his misfortune than his lault; and 
she toolc him for bsJter for worse with her eves open. 
There ia not tiio shadow of collateral or confirm- 
atory proof that Lord Bryon treated her cruelly or 
brutally, while there is strong presumtrave evi 
deuce to tha contrary. The -Bear Duck" letter 
would not have been written by a proud woman 
who had been uarshly treated and was writhing 
under a sense of wroag. They had lived a good ileai 
with ixer father and mother, who- must have Had am- 
ple opportunities of observing his tone and manner, 
and were too wrapped up in their daughter, not to 
notice any approximation to unlcmanesd.

not—no, nor even the misfortuna—in my "choice*' {unless in 
choosing at«//), for 1 do cot believe—and I must sav it, in the 
very dregs of all this bitter business—tbat there ever was a 
belter, or even a brighter, & kinder, or a more amiable and 
agroeahle being than Lady B. I never had, nor can have, 
my reproach to make ner trfii'e is,tk rr.e. Where there is 
>lamo it belongs to myself; and, if I cannot redeem, I must 
bear it. 


He <ua His best to reaecm it; and It was only when 
ivery effort failed, and his veryreluctance to bring 
matters to aa extremity was turned accamst him, 
that he occasionally broke into bitterness. His UxeU 
taci deliberate state of reeling towards his wife will 
je best, collected froai his conversations with Dr. 
Kennedy, in Cephalonia, the year before his death. 
Dr. Kennedy is defending tho doctrine of eternal 
punishment:—

"I would save," cried his lordship, **my sister niid EOV au"- 
;cr, andinusae of iur-*ineeds and a. tzvr ot'jers, and let me

who nad it from Thomas Campbell. IS

Campbell was Known under alcoholic influence to 
speoily what he called the cause, and to adduce 
Laflr Byron as his authority, it was a series or bru- 
talities, coining very nearly within the description 
of crimes that could not be committed. It certainly 
was not wliat was repeated to Mr. Boyd. Campbell 
printed in the Neio Moidhly Magazine (ia. which he 
had written a foolish defence of Lady Byron) a letter 
from ner to htmseir, in wuich she says she cannot 
tell him **the causes*' of the separation. 
la 1818, two years after her first commrmlcationa, 


Lady Byron writes thus to Lady Anne Barnard:— 


He has wished to bo thought partially deranged, or on tto 


brinfc of It, to perplex observers and present them from 
tracing effects to their real caUBCa through all the Jutricaciea 
of his conduct. I was, aa I told you, at one time tho dupa of 
liiB acted Insanity, and clung to the former delusions In re- 
gard to tha motives tbat concerned mo personally till tho 
whole sr&tem woa laid bare, tio is the absolute monarch of 
words, and uses thorn, as Bonaparte did lirea, for conquest, 
wit bout more regard to their Intrinsic value, considering 
them only as ciphers which must derive all their Import from 
tho situation in which ho places them and the ends to which 
he adapts Cham with such consummate skill. Why, then, you 
will say, does he QQt employ them to giro alictter color to hi* 
own character? Because he Is too *ood an actor to overact " 
or to assume a moral £srb which-H would be easy to strip ou*. 
In regard to his poetry, egotism IE the vital principle of uis 
Imoglcaiion, wlilcu H is dlOicuU for htm to kindle on any sub- 
ject with which bis own character nnd Interest aro not identi- 
fied ; but by the introduction of fictitious Incidents, by changa 
of scene or time, ho haa enveloped bin poetical disclosuraa m 
a rrEtem impenetrable eicept to a very few, and Ais constant 
desire of crcMir.(/tti;enjciti!>!nria£es him not averse to &e the object 
ofuon&tr and curiosity^ ctcn though accompanied by some dark 
and vague sutpiciont.

In ihis severe analysis (written when tho angel of 


love was absent on leave) sho has hit Intuitively oa

Anything ror a sensation. His return in tne even- 
Ings from "haunts of vice," where he made his wife 
.understand he had been (the best proof that he had 
not) was uo more real than fcl9 piracy. He was then 
(1815) living as in a glass case. His Journals and 
letters show that his even Ings were not passed m 
feaimta or vice, unless Broofcea', Holland House and 
dinner tables where he met poets, wits and orators, 
can be so designated, "Moore (says Mrs. Beecher 
Stowe) sheds a significant light on thia period by 
telling us that about this time Byron was drnnK day 
after day with Sherman."

"Lord Byron's actions," writes tlie Rev. W. liar 
ness, his sclioolfeuoiv aud friend, '-io far as they fel 
under ray owu observation, were kind-hearted, gen 
erous ana amiable. All the evil I ever knew of him 
was told me by himself, in those iits of self-accusa 
Uou which lie had so stratigo a habit oi indulging. 


There is a scene lu "Woodstock" lu which, when 


Cromwell is In one of his most excited moods, verg 
fug oa insanity, his daughter enters the room, walks 
up to him, gently but llriuiy passes her arm through 
Ins, and sayins "Father, this is not well; you Have 
•promised me this should not liappon," leads him off 
obedient as a child. Byron's sister had tbe same 
kind of influence over him. It may have been a spell 
of his own weaving, but it was a spell of power; 
aad we are convinced tnat he never spoke lizlitiy 
or irreverently of tier. And here, before going fur- 
ther, it may be as well to ascertain what sort of a 
person the sister was; for thousrh the poetic imagiua- 
tion can build on a slight foundation, there must be 
some semblance .or one, and we Have to decide not 
eltnply whether Mrs. Leigh was likely to inspire an 
Incestuous, life-lone and all-absorbing passion, but 
whether sho was tlie sort of woman to reciprocate it 
and m position to indulge it with impunity. The 
recklessness with which, t-his lady's reputation has 
been assailed and the feelinas of Her family have 
been outraged is one of the most extraordinary and 
repulsive features of the controversy. 
Earl Stanhope has kindly permitted ns to print the 


following extract irora aurlvace letter written by 
him:— 


I was very .well acquainted with ?tlra. Leigh about forty 


Siars ago (alas I), and nscd to call on her at St. Jamc^' 
alace to hear her spea>s about Lord Byron, as she was very 
fond ot doing. That fact itself is s presumption asaiosi 
what is alleged, since, on such a supposition, the snbjOcl 
would surely he fe't .13 painful and avoided. She was es- 
tremely unprepossessing in her person and nppearccjtc^ 
more like a uuu than anything, and never can have had the 
least pretension to beauty. 1 thought her shv and eeusa- 
tive to a fault in her mint! and character, and, from what I 
saw and knew of her, I hold her to have been utterly incapa- 
ble of such a crime as Mrs. Beecher Stowe is BO unwarrant- 
ably seeking to cast upou her memory. 


The Dowager Lady Shelley, a woman of large 


experience, penetration 
and sagacity, well ao. 


quainted with Byroa and his contemporaries, 
writes thns:- 


I have seen a great deal of Mrs. Leigh (Angusta\ having 


jassed some days with ber and Colonel Leigh, for rny hus- 
band's shooting near Xcwmarket, when Lord Byron was in 
the bouse, and, as she tola me, was writiui; ''The Corsair,1* 
to my great astonishment, for it was a wretched small house, 
full of tier ill-trained children, who were always funning up 
aad down stairs and going into ''uncle's" bedroom, where he 
remained all the morning. Mrs. Leigh was like a mother to 
Byron, being so much older, and not at all an attractive per- 
son. I afterwards we&t with ber, at her request, to pay a 
wedu"iug visit to I*ady Byron when she returned to town, and 
she (5tr5. Leigh) expressed tho greatest anxiety that his 
marriage sbeuld reform him. He opened the drawing'room 
door himself, and received my congratulations as savagely 
as I expected, looking demon-lite, as he often did. 
But

She, a

1 suppose, a young fine laeiy. Scrope Davies used to come to 
dinner, aud talked to me a great deal about Byron after- 
wards, when he resided in the country, and I never remember 
a hiut at-this unnatural and improbable Hiwnn when all 
Loudou iras at Byron's foet.

Lord Stanhope's and Lady Shelley's impressions 


are confirmed by the surviving frleiuls and acquaint- 
ances of sirs. Leiirh. Her imsuaad, Lieutenant Goi- 
onei Leigh, of the celebrated Tenth Hussars, haO 
seen service anfl was a man of social dlsiiaction in 
Ins day. lie was tlie friendand constant companion 
of the Prince Reseat, tue Hukes or Bedford, 1'ait- 
lan<2 and Cleveland, the Earl of Egreuiout, Lord 
Rivers and other distiuguishe:' patrons of the turf. 
He and Mrs. Leigh occupied apartments in Flag 
Court, St. Jaaes' Panics, given to her on being ap- 
pointed bedchamber woman to Qaacn Charlotte, in 
ISWorlslo. She died there November 31, 18f>l; one 
of ner daag.iters never quitted uer, aud was with her 
when she died. 
A daughter and a son are still liv- 
ing, whose feelings may be guessed, 
bhe left tho 
most favorable Impression on all wno had an oppor- 
tunity of observing Her, and tlie co-Inmates of"the 
palaces generally contrive to kuow about one an- 
other, gouJ, bad or indifferent. 
In fact. Her habits, 


mauners aua appearance were a complete antidote 
to calumny, especially this sort of calumny. 
It is well worth wnile to run over Hyroa's printed 


allusions to hla sister in p-rose and verse, If oiily to 
show what the perversity of the critical mind can do 
in the way of misconstruction when there Is a fore- 
rono conclusion to be worked out. The attempts to 
ixtract proofs o fguiity passion from them have been 
alter failures. Ills manner of idealizing her nega- 
tives the charge; and if lie had been conscious of 
guilt, it Is to tho last degree Improbable that he 
would Ivavc persevered in drawing closer and closer 
Lue suspected tie, or in nanmiug it before tue woria. 
His accusers inusc be bard pushed when i.Ucy couple 
together sentences apart from the context In this 
fashion. He writes from Newstead ro Mr. lUurray. 
February 4. 1314:—-"Mrs. Leigh is with rae; much 
pleased wltn tuo place, aud loss so with me

of this sentence—"Mrs. Leigh is with me"—lias 
actually been quoted of ominous importance, coupled 
with a letter of the following Mttrcn to Moore, inli- 
nating that he (Ilyrou) had soraetlimjr "uitcoiufort- 
Ibiti" to communicate; as well he might, oonsidor- 
cs his multiform entanglements, aiimiory and 
pecuniary. Guilt has also been discovered in this 
ntry of bra Journal for ilarcn, 1314;— 
Augusta wants me to make it up with Carlisle. T hnve re- 
used et.cry body else, hut I can't deny her anything, though I 
ad as lie! "drink up iiisel—eat a crocod.Ie." 
On April 10,1810 (he left England on tlio 25th), 
hree months after tlie separation, he writes to Mr. 
logers:—"My sister is now wlt'a me and leaves 
owu to-morrow; we shall not meet again for feomo 
Una at all events, if ever; and, uudsr ttie.se circuin- 
tanoss, 1 trust to staud excused to you and Mr. 
iheniiaa for beiii£ unable to wait upon him mis 
iveumg." 
Tne lust verses he wrote in Knuliud 
vere "Stanzas to Augusta," including:—

In a 
subsequent letter:—"J2y sister has decided on the 
imlsslon of tlie lines.

And fieacucamc tico 
vraT-i of conrulsive strii^gle, m which 50me times for a while 
the gooil angei seemed to gain the ground, acd then the evil 
one returned with serenfoid vehemence. 
l.ord Jiyron argued his caao with himself and with her 
tritli all tho sophistries of liis powerful mind. He repudiated 
ChrisUoitity at» authority, and asserted the right of every 
bumuu being to foil(Hv out what he called''the impulses of 
natufe." Suhseijuently he introduced Into one ot* his dramas 
the reasoning by which lie justified himseU in incest. 


So, only a few days before she left him forever,

She has 
forgotten to endow her with self-respect. To rcpre* 
sent her living lor years or months 011 the same foot- 
liiff witb Lord Byrou and Mrs. Leigh, alter the dis- 
closure or discovery, or so much as tolerating Airs. 
Leigh under her roof, was bad enough m an con- 
science, but to iQiroiiuce her seeking them out to 
take a kindly farewell aud give them a rendezvous 
ia heaven, would excite contempt if it did noc ' 
inspire incredulity.

And fieacucamc tico 
vraT-i of conrulsive strii^gle, m which 50me times for a while 
the gooil angei seemed to gain the ground, acd then the evil 
one returned with serenfoid vehemence. 
l.ord Jiyron argued his caao with himself and with her 
tritli all tho sophistries of liis powerful mind. He repudiated 
ChrisUoitity at» authority, and asserted the right of every 
bumuu being to foil(Hv out what he called''the impulses of 
natufe." Suhseijuently he introduced Into one ot* his dramas 
the reasoning by which lie justified himseU in incest. 


So, only a few days before she left him forever, 


after two years of convulsive struggle, during wliich 
he had been sedulously endeavoring to justify in- 
cest, she copies "I'anslna" (ft tale or incest), and

Publishing Company wo are enabled this 
morning to publish in advance and in f"l 
from their forthcoming reprint of the London 
Quarterly the celebrated article on llifl Byron 
mystery. The article must be read by every 
one who would come to a proper conclusion 
as to the exact merits of the case. It is the 
latest examination of the question gratui- 
tously, and if not maliciously at least for mean 
and selDsh purposes, raised by Mrs. Stowc in 
her "True Story of Lady Byron's 
Life;" 


and as it is the latest, it is also the 
fullest, most exhaustive and most satisfactory 
discussion of the subject. If it does not white- 
wash Lord Byron it forbids us to believe that 
he was the monster Mrs. Stowe has attempted 
to make him; and if it does not absolutely 
disprove all that Mrs. Stowe has written re- 
garding him it leaves the author of the "True 
Story"' in a position, morally, not much better 
than that in which she sought to place Lord 
Byron and his sister, the Lady Augusta. It 
was most meet that such an article should 
appear in the London Quarterly.

The 
article 


written by Mrs. Slowe and published in a 
worthless, though sensational, journal in 
Boston, and simultaneously in a ctilsllantte 
journal in England, was not, from its intrinsic 
merits, entitled to the attention which it has 
received both here and in Europe; but false- 
hood, misstatement, treachery, cruel selfish- 
ness and defamation of the dead always 
demand rebuke, and rebuke and refutation 
have wisely been deemed necessary. 
It is 


gratifying to be able to say that rebuke has 
been skilfully and effectivelly administered, 
and that refutation has been made so complete 
that the vile charge is shown to rest on no 
stronger foundation than that of a woman of 
diseased imagination—a woman whose words 
at different times contradict each* other, and 
whose conduct at the crisis of her life was 
strangely inconsistent with her alleged state- 
meals. 


The Quarterly reviewer puts the case in a 


new light and strips the controversy of a great 
deal of unnecessary verbiage. 
Hitherto some 


tiave been willing to believe that Mrs. Stowe 
invented the "True Story," or that she gave it 
on some hearsay evidence. Selfish and un- 
principled as we believed Mrs. Stowe to be, 
we cannot say that this was ever our opinion.

Our Into Election—A Sweeping! Revolu- 


tion In 
Onr 
City 
and State Govern 


ment—Look Out. 
A democratic Legislature, both branches, 


with a democratic Governor in this State, 
simply means a sweeping revolution in the 
laws regulating our city and State govern- 
ments. 
The democrats, since the great 


political revolution of 1852, which swept out 
of existence the old whig party, have not 
secured a full possession of this State. They 
gained in the general whig party collapse of 
1852 the Governor (Horatio Seymour) and the 
Legislature, and so they took full possession 
at Albany in January, 1853. 
Since that time 


they have secured the Governor twice—Sey- 
mour in 1862 and Hoffman in 1868; but 
through all the long interval from 1853 the 
Senate, or the Assembly and the Senate, have 
been against them. 
Consequently they have 


never been able to upset the special legislative 
measures of the republican party, passed from 
time to time, under a republican Legislature 
and Governor since 1856, and adopted mainly 
to reduce the democratic majorities of this 
corner of the State. 


After seventeen years of exclusion from the 


control of the State government we may 
accordingly expect, with the meeting of the 
democratic Legislature nest January, backed 
by a democratic Governor, a general over- 
hauling and repealing of the republican party 
measures aforesaid, which will amount to a 
general reconstruction of the government of 
this city, and a reconstruction, to a great 
extent, of the laws regulating the affairs of 
the State. It has been broadly hinted from 
various quarters that the democratic pro- 
gramme in the new Legislature ("which will be 
engineered by Tammany Hall and supported 
by the Governor) will embrace, first, on 
national affairs, the repeal of New York's 
ratification of the fifteenth amendment; and, 
on local affairs— 


1. A repeal or the Excise law. 
2. A repeal ol the Re:istry law. 
3. A repeal of the law establishing the existing 
Metropolitan police system. 


4. A repeal of tae law creating the present Fire 
Department. 


6. The abolition of the present Croton Board. 
6. The abolition of the present Health Board. 
7. A new mimicration system. 
These things are to be done away with, and, 


under a new city charter, it is said, we are to 
have all .these and all other departments of the 
city government made subordinate to the 
Mayor and a Municipal Cabinet and the two 
Boards of the City Council. 
The Mayor's 


Cabinet will probably embrace the chief of 
each of the new departments to be created— 
on the licensing of liquor dealers, &e.; on the 
police, the streets, the piers and wharves, 
quarantine affairs, firemen, Croton water, 
Central and other parks, gas, health, &c., &c. 
This general reconstruction of our city gov- 
ernment will create hundreds of fat olfices, 
and can be made to cover five hundred mil- 
lions of dollars in good fat jobs, including a 
new system of piers aTid wharves, new city 
railroads (overhead and underground), new 
streets, new markets and other new public 
institutions. 


At all events, this great positive gain of the 


Legislature gives to the democrats so firm a 
foothold in the possession of the State, and 
such abundant means for strengthening their 
position, that it is only by the most stupid 
blundering that they can lose it. 
The 


repeal, however, 
of 
the 
ratification of 


the 
fifteenth 
amendment 
would be 
a 


blunder to begin with, and it would not avail 
anything; but it is probable that the proclama- 
tion of the complete ratification will be made 
from Washington before the 1st of January, 
which will settle the question and reduce the 
Northern democracy to the wise alternative of 
joining the Southern democracy in cultivating 
the negro vote. 


On our local affairs the schedule of changes 


suggested will require a great deal of mighty 
nice consideration, especially as the democrats 
have, with the full power, the whole respon- 
sibility in legislative matters. 
Nevertheless, 


we think great changes may be confidently 
expected in the laws regulating our city affairs; 
but whether these changes will be good or 
bad—whether they will operate to lighten or 
increase our taxes, to render more safe or more 
in peril the lives and property of our citizens, 
to strengthen the party or to destroy it—will 
depend very much upon the engineering of 
Tammany Hall. She may play her cards so 
as to control the National Democratic Con- 
vention of ] 872, or so as to lose her prestige 
and her power in 1870.

friend of humanity, died at his residence, Eaton 
square, London, at half-past cloven o'clock 
last night, in the seventy-first year of his ago. 
Tho great heart of the philanthropist was 
stilled near to the scene of its earliest direct 
aspirations upward in a foreign land, and in 
the immediate neighborhood of the spot where 
he first labored in his earthly work of cosmo- 
politan utility and a world-wide benevolence. 
His mission here is accomplished—his endur- 
ing reward commenced. Amid the distrac- 
tions 
of 
diplomacy 
and 
in 
the 
very 


furnace of 
political strife the news of 


Mr. Peabody's death, although looked for at 
any moment during some months, will cause 
the peoples to pause, both in regret for the 
man and a wholesome recollection of the brief 
duration of even the most extended term of 
an earthly career. Queen Victoria, who hon- 
ored him and herself by special messages of 
inquiry as to his condition daily, will regret 
him in Windsor Castle, and the Empress ol 
France will grieve for him by the banks of the 
Suez Canal. The negro freedmen and white 
men, university students and poor of the Ameri- 
can Continent will sorrow equally for the loss 
of a real benefactor, while the democracy oi 
Europe loses, as it were, a pillar in the desert, 
in the shape of a self-made, perfect man, 
whose aristocracy was from nature and whose 
radicalism and open sesame to wealth and 
honor were expressed in the words industry 
and honesty, 


In an ample biographical sketch we present 


to-day a history of Mr. Peabody's life from 
his infancy and boyhood to its close. 
The 


very means of the announcement of his death 
with the moment of its occurrence in the 
HEEALD are remarkable and worthy of note as 
evidence of the progress of the world by the 
subornation of science and its most subtle 
results and agencies to the use of man.

The Cuban privateers Lillian and Cuba have 


certainly been unfortunate in their career. 
Without accomplishing anything the vessels 
have been seized and members of the crews of 
each vessel have been arrested and held by 
American and English authorities respectively. 
From the manner of the seizure of both ves- 
sels and the circumstances under which the 
arrest of the crews were made it would seem 
that there is a screw loose somewhere in the 
management of these expeditions. 
Possibly 


treachery may form a large share of the cause 
of 'the disappointments which have thus far 
attended the efforts of the Cubans at sea. 
That there is" some room for these repeated 
failures there is no reason to doubt. So far as 
regards Captain Harris, of the Lillian, we 
believe he has his heart in the work aud is 
true to the cause in which he has embarked, 
but whether others can present as clean a 
record it is impossible to say. 


In relation to matters on the island it is im- 


possible, however, not to recognize the fact 
that while we have glowing reports of the 
landing of Spanish troops and the increased 
activity of De Eodas, Valmaseda and Ihe re- 
mainder of tho high Spanish officials, the 
insurgents are able to hold their own, not- 
withstanding their embarrassments on the sea.

by. President 
Grant, 
whose 


sympathies 
are 
with the 
Cubans, and 


whose policy—the result of serious reflection- 
will in the end, no doubt, shape itself so 
as to represent the wishes of the American 
people. The present troubles in Spain also 
hasten a solution of the Cuban problem. There 
is really too much to think of at home to watch 
Cuba very closely. Affairs have arrived at 
that stage which requires something more 
than the shipment of troops from Cadiz to 
crush a revolution over four thousand miles 
distant. With a fierce domestic struggle agitat- 
ing Spain, destroying the confidence of the 
people in her leading men and spreading 
universal discontent throughout the country, it 
is not difficult to foresee the future of Cuba. 
Between the blunders of Spanish politicians at 
home arid military leaders abroad the island 
will yet secure its independence even though 
disappointment on the sea may at the present 
tune temporarily embarrass her leaders.

Progress Among tho Jcvrs. 


Wo published yesterday tho seven resolu- 


tions adopted by eleven rabbis from the prin- 
cipal cities of tho United States, who have 
met in conference at Philadelphia. These reso- 
lutions embody tho principles which, accord- 
ing to the advocates of reform and progress, 
should be confessed by Judaism in its present 
phase of development. Without entering into 
details as to the doctrinal views thus set forth 
by the representatives of a great and powerful 
party among the American Jews— a party to 
which Fifth avenue in New York owes tho 
erection of one of its finest architectural orna- 
ments, the synagogue Emanuel, which, signifi- 
cantly enough, is built in the shape of a cross, 
and which was recently visited by Father Hya- 
cinthe— we must call attention to the Jewish 
Reform Conference in Philadelphia as a most 
noteworthy sign of the times. It is a fresh 
illustration of a wonderful progresssive move- 
ment among the Jews, both in the Old World 
and in the New. Ever since the destruction 
of the Temple, which in the lifetime of Jesus 
Christ stood, with its gates, courts and towers, 
and resplendent, with gold and- marble, where 
the Mosque of Omar now rises at Jerusalem, 
the chief characteristic of "the peculiar peo- 
ple" has been the tenacity with which they 
have adhered to their ancient religious rites. 
These have continued unchanged and un- 
changeable throughout the vicissitudes and 
the persecutions of seventeen centuries. la 
respect to many other things the Jews have, 
at different periods and in different countries, 
conformed to the customs and costumes of the 
communities around them. We all remem- 
ber how "a conquered nation changed their 
military leaders into rabbis and their hosts 
into armies of students ;" how, in the Middle 
Ages as well as in more modern limes, they 
became the money changers of Europe ; how, 
notwithstanding all the abuse of Wagner, 
their great musical composers are entitled to 
the foremost rank; how Rachel is not the 
only conspicuous artist who has exhibited their 
extraordinary histrionic 
genius ; how the 


revolutions of 1848 were chie8y initiated and 
directed by them through the medium of the 
newspaper press ; and how, in. fine, they have 
in a thousand different ways shown their 
adaptability to the age in which we live. And 
now the Philadelphia Conference attests, lika 
the recent conference of Israelites in Ger- 
many, the singular fact that the Jews are in 
fuller ^sympathy with modern ideas of reform' 
"and progress than the ttltramon-tanists of 
Europe, who, it would seem, have induced tha 
Bishop of Rome and head of the Christian 
Church to hold an Ecumenical Council for the 
express purpose of opposing all such ideas. la 
Germany the Jews are slowly amalgamating 
with their fellow countrymen, and in tho 
United States — which they begin to see la 
their true land of promise, and where they 
are absolutely free — thay are more rapidly 
yielding to the spirit of progress. All this 
will seem the less surprising if it be recollected 
that Jesus Christ himself, the greatest of inno- 
vators, was a Jew. 


Our Trade frith the 


Twenty-eight thousand ounces of Japanese 


silver were received at tho San Francisco 
Mint for recoinage in October. Here is a sub- 
stantial result of the trade with the East, 
which, though small, ia an indication in its 
way. Apparently our trade with our Oriental 
neighbors is already so great that the goods 
we send them are so much ia excess of tho 
goods they send us that there is a balance to 
be made up in coin. Yet the demand in all 
parts of this country for the products of tho 
East is always very great. Hitherto the ox- 
changes for this demand have been mado 
through. England, and we have lost much of tho 
benefit of the trade by the number of transfers 
involved, 
paying correspondingly 
greater 


prices for the articles we bought and getting 
correspondingly smaller prices for the articles 
we sold. But tlie Pacific Railroad and our Pacifio 
steamers promise to change all that, and already 
show us in this "straw" from the Japanese 
Mint what may be done in our direct trado 
with the East. As the full effect of all our 
recent great advances toward readier commu- 
nication with the East, as well as the effects of 
our liberal policy toward Eastern nations, comes 
to be felt we shall supply ourselves, if .not the 
world, with Oriental products and supply Ori- 
ental nations with the varied ' manufactures 
that are the outgrowth of Western civilization. 
The great future of our commerce is in that 
direction, and the time will come when we may 
leave the Atlantic to others.

Proceeds of tbe L.ito fair—Thanks or No 


'l hunks to the Superintendent. 


The American Institute neld its.stated monthly 


meeting last evening at their room In the Cooper 
Institute, with the President, Horace Greeley, in the 
chair. The report of the Hoarder Managers was 
presented, from which it appears the total receipts 
from the Fair were $59,210; total expenses, $37,212; 
balance, $22,004: cash on lianfl,S$H5,ooo; estimate or 
expenses not yet audited, $7,000; property bought 
and paid for, $6,000; total profits or the Fair, 
$21,06'o m ronnd numbers. The same report pre- 
sented the names or 294 new members, for whom IE 
was proposed to ballot m a lump. Objection being 
made the names were severally called and finally 
balloted for and elected in the gross. The accept- 
ance of the report was made unanimous. 


A vote or thanks was passed to tlie Board of Mana- 
gers. 


On motion of Dr. J. C. Ssirrrr, ex-Mayor of Boston, 
a committee was appointed to get up a popular 
course of lectures, to be delivered by members of tna 
Institute. 


A debate of some length and warmth ensued on a 
resolution offered by a member thanking the Super- 
intendent, Mr. Emory, for his efficiency and de- 
votion. 


Mr. WYARD, an exhibitor at the fair, objected on 
the score of injustice to his exhibition on the part of 
Mr. Emory. He complain sd that the jury organized 
to pass upon ntcam boiler axperlments treated him- 
self and the other exhibitors with Indtiferencc;

The preamble starts with the premise that although, 
udalsm always recognized the sanctity of matri- 
monial union, yet in its legal determinations It 
ilaced women on a par with slaves and minors. It 
s, therefore, expedient that reformed Judaism effect 
ucn reforms as to bring the higher position which 
woman occupies In modern society In accord with 
,he religious institutions. The first resolution passed 
eads as follows:— 
In the marriage ceremony tbe bride shall no longer occupy 
. passive position, but a mutual avowal shall be made by 
he groom as well as by tbe bride, by the pronunciation of 
tie aame formula and by an exchange of rings. 
Some members opposed toe Innovation of Intro- 
ducing the exchange of rings. Since marriage was 
but a strictly civil act, the ring was a mere symbol, 
and therefore useless. The mover, however, con- 
tended that though the words spoken completed 
egaily the bond of wedlock, yet the ring, while used 
as a symbol, should be tendered by tha bride to her 
uture husband as well as by the lactlr to the former. 
t is a demonstration that Judaism recognizes the 
ull equality of woman with man as a moral being, 
hat the avowal is mutual and that the duties of a 
man towards his wile are as sacred as those ol the 
wife towards her husband. The resolution was 
inally adopted. 
The second resolution eave rise to an animated 
and even excited debate, and was finally passed in 
he following form:— 
The marriage formula shall be, "be wedded unto me, as 
husband, respectively as wife, according to the law of God." 


Propositions three, four and five were adopted 
without debate and read as follows:— 


3. The benediction until now in use is to he replaced by one 


which fully expresses the moral elevation of the married 
state and emphasises the biblical idea of the fusion of maa 
and woman into one personality and the Divine prohibition. 


f Illegal intercourse. 
4. Polygamy la in direct opposition to the idea of marriage, 
'he marriage of a man witb a second wife can be as little 
alld therefore and as little claim the sanction or ecelesiasti- 
;al authorities as the marriage of a woman already married 
nth another man is to be considered null and void. 
The fourth resolution must in so far be explained 
bat heretofore a woman who was married to a man 
who is proved to have a wife living had to be di- 
orced by tne rabbinical, authorities oetore she could 
marry again. 


5. The priestly marriage 
laws, which presuppose the 
jigher sanctity of the Aaroaites, hare lost, since the destfuo 
ion of the Temple and the eitinction of the Bacriflcial wor- 
hlp, all validity, and are no longer to bs respected. 
The nest question was the validity of divorce by 
he civil authorities and the position of religion in 
•egardtoit. The following is the first resolution 
passed:— 


Divorce is, on Jfosaical and rabbinical grounds, only a 
>il act, and never was a religious function. It therefore 
must be recognized solely as an act emanating from a judi- 
cial authority of the State.

mprovements. The reforms in Jewish marital laws 
were considered this morning and uiraui the propo- 
itiona of the Rev. Dr. Einhorn taken as a basts. 
The preamble starts with the premise that although, 
udalsm always recognized the sanctity of matri- 
monial union, yet in its legal determinations It 
ilaced women on a par with slaves and minors. It 
s, therefore, expedient that reformed Judaism effect 
ucn reforms as to bring the higher position which 
woman occupies In modern society In accord with 
,he religious institutions. The first resolution passed 
eads as follows:— 
In the marriage ceremony tbe bride shall no longer occupy 
. passive position, but a mutual avowal shall be made by 
he groom as well as by tbe bride, by the pronunciation of 
tie aame formula and by an exchange of rings. 
Some members opposed toe Innovation of Intro- 
ducing the exchange of rings. Since marriage was 
but a strictly civil act, the ring was a mere symbol, 
and therefore useless. The mover, however, con- 
tended that though the words spoken completed 
egaily the bond of wedlock, yet the ring, while used 
as a symbol, should be tendered by tha bride to her 
uture husband as well as by the lactlr to the former. 
t is a demonstration that Judaism recognizes the 
ull equality of woman with man as a moral being, 
hat the avowal is mutual and that the duties of a 
man towards his wile are as sacred as those ol the 
wife towards her husband. The resolution was 
inally adopted. 
The second resolution eave rise to an animated 
and even excited debate, and was finally passed in 
he following form:— 
The marriage formula shall be, "be wedded unto me, as 
husband, respectively as wife, according to the law of God." 


Propositions three, four and five were adopted 
without debate and read as follows:— 


3. The benediction until now in use is to he replaced by one 


which fully expresses the moral elevation of the married 
state and emphasises the biblical idea of the fusion of maa 
and woman into one personality and the Divine prohibition. 


f Illegal intercourse. 
4. Polygamy la in direct opposition to the idea of marriage, 
'he marriage of a man witb a second wife can be as little 
alld therefore and as little claim the sanction or ecelesiasti- 
;al authorities as the marriage of a woman already married 
nth another man is to be considered null and void. 
The fourth resolution must in so far be explained 
bat heretofore a woman who was married to a man 
who is proved to have a wife living had to be di- 
orced by tne rabbinical, authorities oetore she could 
marry again. 


5. The priestly marriage 
laws, which presuppose the 
jigher sanctity of the Aaroaites, hare lost, since the destfuo 
ion of the Temple and the eitinction of the Bacriflcial wor- 
hlp, all validity, and are no longer to bs respected. 
The nest question was the validity of divorce by 
he civil authorities and the position of religion in 
•egardtoit. The following is the first resolution 
passed:— 


Divorce is, on Jfosaical and rabbinical grounds, only a 
>il act, and never was a religious function. It therefore 
must be recognized solely as an act emanating from a judi- 
cial authority of the State.
